SECRETARY’S VIEWS DUES. 


view the fact that membership dues 
most our county societies are payable advance, 
would seem rational suppose that members 
would only too glad remit the amount 
their indebtedness immediately upon receipt their 
society’s bill. Nevertheless, getting members pay 
their dues has been for many years the most ardu- 
ous task the county society secretaries. The 
Francisco County Medical Society, 
little over two years ago, employed regular col- 
lector, who made his business stir care- 
less and hold-back variety until the dues were 
paid, and pocketed 20% his fee. While 
collector, who can put off from month month, 
San Francisco County Medical Society felt that the 
expenditure 20% was unnecessary loss, which 
continued would eventually mean the raising 
the dues just that amount. therefore adopt- 
the plan writing personal letters delin- 
quents, phoning others, and general, getting 
them realize the error their ways. The So- 


ciety meets four times month; maintains 
library worthy far more general use; pays 
rent and hires stenographer and clerk and as- 
sistant librarian; has the past prosecuted il- 
legal practitioners. addition, pays four dol- 
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lars per member the State Society, that mem- 
bers the County ipso facto members 
the latter, are entitled medical defense and 
the other advantages membership. 

Quite recently the Los Angeles County Medical 
Association adopted by-law which required mem- 
bers pay their dues within months sus- 
pended. The Secretary the 
County Medical Society immediately introduced 
similar by-law which his Society quite readily ac- 
cepted. The plan has worked well. day 
that the suspension went into effect but thirty-seven 
members were thereby affected out total 557 
members, number surprisingly small compared 
with what would have been three, two even 
one year ago. Most members receiving suspension 
notices immediately forwarded checks, many accom- 
panied notes apology for carelessness, 
assure “oversight part,” etc. few, 
meeting the Secretary, expressed “very 
and one promised his resignation. ‘The lat- 
ter when informed that suspended member could 
fired, but could not resign, promptly sent his 
check. was furthermore told that did re- 
sign, his real reason would published, and finally, 
seeing the humor the situation, wanted 
know “who else had got mad.”

and other ways. Men who had given the best 
years their lives score more toward the 
service the school, might, one would suppose, 
expect told courteous manner that 
they were about eliminated and 
learn that fact from newspaper account what 
had been done.

Within comparatively short time, Stanford 


University absorbed Cooper Medical College; the 


University California took over the Medical 
Department the University Southern Cali- 
fornia; turn, the University Southern Cali- 
fornia took over private school, the College 
Physicians and Surgeons Los Angeles, and 
made the Medical Department the University 
Southern California. But all these changes 
were made quietly and with full understanding 
the part all concerned therein; there was 
scarcely tremor, let alone any convulsive attack. 
They have all bettered themselves, qualitatively, 
though very much question whether they 
will all survive. are far too many medical 
schools the United States, and Cali- 
fornia not, alas, glorious exception. Time 


will work its own sweet way with them, and 


fittest will undoubtedly survive.

REPORTS INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS. 


Chapter 53. 

Act provide for the keeping employers 
record injuries suffered their em- 
ployees; the reporting such injuries the 
Industrial Accident Board employers and at- 
tending physicians; the keeping employers 
and insurance companies records claims 
for injuries suffered employees and com- 
promises and settlements made therefor and re- 
quiring the reporting thereof said board; and 
fixing penalty for refusal neglect keep 
such records make such reports. 


[Approved January 10, 1912.] 


The people the State California enact 
follows: 


Section Every employer labor this state 
shall keep full, true and correct record every 
personal injury suffered his its employees, 
arising out the course the employ- 
ment, and resulting death, disability ex- 
tending over period week more. Within 
fifteen days after the happening any such per- 
sonal injury, written report thereof shall 
mailed the employer the Industrial Accident 
said board.for this purpose. The said report shall 
contain the name the employer, location place 
employment, nature employment, name, ad- 
dress, age, nationality, sex and occupation the 
injured person, length the injured person 
had worked the particular employment previous 
injury, date and hour the day night the 
accident, the hour which the injured employee 
began work the date the accident, nature 
the injury, cause the injury and rate 
wages the injured employee. 


Sec. Upon the termination the disability 
the injured employee the expiration 
sixty days from the date the accident, the 
disability should extend beyond such period, the 
employer shall mail the Industrial. Accident 
Board supplemental report relation’ such 
disability, informally blanks provided 
said board for this purpose. Such report must 
contain complete statements any claim made 
the injured employee for indemnification for 
the injury sustained, payment made him 
his behalf for medical, surgical other care, claim 
for compensation damages made for such in- 
juries and any compromise settlement claim 
for compensation damages entered into between 
the employer and such injured employee, his heirs, 
dependents representative. the event 
that any payment shall made such injured 
employee, his dependents any time there- 
after, compromise settlement claim for 
compensation damages, the amount such 
payment shall forthwith reported the em- 
ployer the Industrial Accident Board. 


Sec. Every physician who attends any such 
injured employee shall keep record his 
Within ten days from the date his first attend- 
ance upon the injured employee, shall mail 
the Industrial Accident Board report, informally 
blanks provided the said board for 
this purpose. The said report shall contain the 
name and address the employer, name, address, 
sex and age the injured employee, date acci- 
dent, description the injury, probable nature and 
extent disability. Upon the termination the 
disability the injured employee the termina- 
tion said physician’s attendance upon his case, 
shall forthwith mail the Industrial Accident 
Board supplemental report relation such 
case describing the physical condition in- 
jured employee, his disability, convalescence 
discharge from the doctor’s care. 

Sec. Every person, firm, association cor- 
poration insuring against the liability employers 
for damages compensation for personal injury 
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employees indemnifying any employer for, 
account any such liability shall keep record 
thereof, and shall within the first five days each 
and every month, report writing the Indus- 
trial Accident Board, informally blanks 
provided said board for this purpose, every 
such injury employees reported it, every 
claim for damages compensation for such injury 
filed with such person, firm, association corpora- 
tion and any settlement compromise any 
such claim for damages compensation whether 
made with such injured employee, his heirs, de- 
pendents legal representative. 


Sec. Every employer, physician insurance 
company, firm association, shall furnish the 
Industrial Accident Board all further information 
complete and accurate. history each injury and 
the damages .or compensation paid therefor. 

Sec. The record required kept pur- 
suance the provisions this Act shall all 
times open inspection the Industrial Acci- 
dent any member thereof, any ex- 
aminer appointed thereby. Any statement con- 
tained such report shall not admissible 
evidence any action arising out the death 
injury any employee reason the accident 
reported. 

Sec. shall unlawful for any person, firm, 
corporation, agent officer firm corpora- 
tion fail, neglect refuse with any 
the provisions this Act. Any person, firm, 
tion that violates omits comply with any 
the provisions this Act, shall guilty 
misdemeanor for each and every offense and shall 
upon conviction thereof, punishable fine 
not less than ten dollars more hundred 
dollars imprisonment for not more than 
thirty days, both such fine and imprison- 

Sec. Nothing this Act shall apply em- 
ployers labor engaged farming, dairying, agri- 
domestic service.

“Before any person can practice dentistry this 
State, shall obtain license from the 
board dental examiners. Each application shall

Every per- 
son who was regularly licensed dentist and who 
failed pay said annual license before the 
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expiration his license, shall considered 
license had ever been issued him, and before 
can again practice dentistry this state, shall 
make new application therefor the first 
instance and pay the regular fee $25 therefor, 
except that shall not required submit 
any examination. All renewal fees collected under 
the provisions this section shall used exclu- 
sively for the prosecution violators this act 
and for expenses collecting said fees.

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THE MEDICAL EDUCATION PROBLEM. 
THOMAS HUNTINGTON, D., San Francisco. 


hardly expected that anything orig- 
inal can advanced bearing upon the general sub- 
ject medical education. The work the Coun- 
cil Medical Education the American Medical 
Association, seconded the efforts President 
Pritchett, Abraham Flexner, Arthur Dean Bevan, 
and many others, has. exhausted the subject from 
the standpoint modern ideals. General policies 
have been finally determined and remains only, 
call attention some the perplexing details 
which confront all teachers associated with uni- 
versity medical departments. 

that delightful volume letters, entitled 
“The Corner Harley Dr. Peter Hard- 
ing, writing prospective medical student, says: 
eyes humanity are turning slowly but very 
surey the man who and asks significant- 
ly, “Are you prepared know?” 

This query forcefully interprets the spirit which 
animates present day teaching, and suggests grave 
pedagogic responsibility that attracting medi- 
cine sufficient number students, who, point 
time and energy and money, are willing 
meet the cost knowing. 

Disclaiming any feeling complacency regarding 
the present status medical achievement and with 
hopeful prophecy for the future, said 
that the long series deplorable failures and fate- 
ful tragedies which and belittle medical expe- 
rience the past, were logically inevitable, until 
the advent Dr. Harding’s “Man Who Knows.” 

the past two decades, changes medical edu- 
cational policies have been kaleidoscopic. this 
field human endeavor, there has been complete 
reversal form and have come realize that 
advance has been revolutionary rather than evolu- 
tionary. The few universities which, pioneers, 
have developed medicine the newer and higher 
plane, and have exemplified the academic idea, have 
attained results brilliant beyond expectation. This 
achievement has been made possible, only gen- 
erous financial support. The cost the institution 
has risen rapidly, until, the present time, 
variously placed from five hundred one thou- 
sand dollars per annum for the individual student. 
Tuition fees are negligible quantity, and 
manifest that accredited, efficient medical teaching 
possible only when participates liberally 
the resources institutions which enjoy govern- 
mental support large private bene- 
factions. word, are close time, 
when, under the law the survival the fittest, 
the weaker schools will forced abandon the 
field, while those repute will find necessary 
seek secondary post-graduate relation the 
university. Schools the poorer type 
meagre facilities will, undoubtedly, continue for 
time, but there seems only one ultimate solution 
for their problem. 

the other hand, institutions which assume the 
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responsibility medical education, must held 


strict accounting. There must turning 
aside avoid obstacles; broken faith meeting 
obligations. university with educational patriot- 
ism,” says Dr. Pritchett, “will not take this 
work unless can its duty it. return 
for university support will demand its medical 
school fulfillment university ideals and give 
university support discontinue its effort 
what can only badly.” 

The sooner the profession and the general public 
realize that there must reduction the 
number schools, and corresponding improve- 
ment their efficiency, the sooner will rational 
basis established. support this idea, the 
profession the country, individually, and through 
its organizations, has distinct duty perform. 
Every worthy physician, realizing the blighting, 
withering influence unpreparedness, should with- 
out hesitation, and uncertain terms, warn 
those who are looking medical career that 
cultural training the university type both 
essential and mandatory, and that matriculation 
upon the basis high-school diploma that 
elastic, misleading alternative, equivalent,” 
longer tolerable. 

There was double purpose prescribing two 
more years university werk prerequisite 
for matriculation: 


First: The world coming understand that 


liberal education, related vocational 


not fetish, and that symmetrical mental devel- 
opment possible only association with cul- 
tural study. Thereby, the student acquires the 
art knowledge and the ability 
think logically, and begins 
work with clearer vision and maturer judgment. 
The best achievement the undergraduate 
broad scholarship which conforms 
lectual ideals and gives promise generation 
medical men who will maintain far higher 
average point efficiency and manhood than 
their predecessors. The great need the present 
day for men with big background and large 
measure reserve force; and said that 
achievement, physical intellectual, which 
worth while comes not the man who contin- 
ually working the limit his capacity and 
endurance, and who continually 
against the handicap undertraining. 

Secondly: The curriculum prescribed the 
pre-medical course, while cultural its general 
trend, may and should highly specialized and 
co-ordinated. fairly adequate 
knowledge French, German, chemistry, physics, 
and biology essential every stage progress; 
without it, the student will, very soon, discover 
the utter hopelessness his efforts keep 
the race. 

Much sympathy has been expressed for the 
“poor boy” who aspires medical career. 
has been urged that the exactions university 
schools present insuperable barrier the man 
limited means, and that medicine 
mately become rich man’s profession. President 
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Pritchett unhesitatingly declares that the plea for 
cheaper schools for the “poor boy” nothing 
less than specious plea for the poor school, and 
may added, that the history and traditions 
which spring from educational policies America 
are sufficient guarantee that the poor boy 
entitled and must enjoy equal measure 
privilege and opportunity that -his more 
fortunte brother. 

The financial problem the university 
veritable nemesis, and secret that our own 
state university perplexed, beyond measure, 
effort its solution. 

For several years, she has made liberal appro- 
priation for the first two years. deficit the 
conduct the University Hospital, amounting 
ten twelve thousand dollars year, has also 
been cheerfully met. 


But despite this fact, the Board Regents 
awake the seriousness impending crisis. 
order hold the students the first two 
years and provide adequately for clinical training 
the third and fourth years, there must ac- 
quired, early date, academic hospital 
modern type and full equipment. Upon her abil- 
ity meet promptly this vital need and upon 
her willingness live high standard 
academic patriotism, depends largely the future 
status the university the realm medical 
education. 


The people California should 
three facts: 

First: That the human family the most val- 
uable asset and its conservation the most important 
function the state. 

Second: ‘That the cost education, general, 
must accounted financial investment, and 
not charged off financial loss. 

Third: That the best way for the state 
secure the benefit scientific medicine pay 
for it, and pay liberally. 

Communities are clearly within their rights 
demanding, for medicine, the same measure 


‘encouragement and support enjoyed the 


departments agriculture, animal industry, mi- 
ning, and engineering. 
The initial outlay, from the achitectural stand- 


point, runs into magnificent figures. science 


building, meet the needs the first two years, 
will entail expenditure one hundred one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. this, there 
must added twenty-five thousand dollars for 
equipment. 

The one great necessity the clinical years 
modern “Class A,” fireproof hospital. Admit- 
ting that such hospital built units 
with provision for future growth, the first invest- 
ment will not fall short three hundred fifty 
thousand dollars, with added fifty thousand 
dollars for equipment. This would provide for 
one hundred beds, and the necessary clinical lab- 
oratories, and home for training 
school nurses. President Brookings Washington 
University St. Louis, the opinion that 
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expenditure five thousand dollars per bed the 
requirement for up-to-date academic hospital. 

perfectly clear that liberal budget must 
provided for the operation both departments. 
The amount required for hospital maintenance will 
depend entirely upon the number free beds 
maintained, the number patients who pay for 
maintenance, and the scale charges for 
patients, 


the expectation all teaching hospitals 
that fairly large number free beds will 
maintained private benefaction and endow- 
ment. also desirable that 
number patients will able meet their 
actual per diem cost the institution. 
has shown, conclusively, that patients this type, 
the self-respecting poor, afford far better material 
for teaching purposes than the distinctively pauper 
class. this way, the financial problem will 
easy solution, and the deficit insignificant. 


While the university hospital will always 
the rallying point,. the great center activities 
the medical school, equally true that the 
wards and clinics municipal hospitals, with 
their large yolume and infinite variety material, 
should utilized the greatest possible extent. 

Arthur Dean Bevan rightly says: “It would 
best for all concerned our great municipal 
hospitals could conducted scientific institu- 
tions, presided over teachers 
strong medical schools. Municipal authorities 
should learn that the hospital will best serve the in- 
terests its patients and the community, if, 
the same time, fulfill its function center 
teaching and research.” 


The technic medical teaching, from matricu- 
lation graduation and completion interne- 
ship, contemplates overlapping and perfect corre- 
lation laboratory experience. 
wards, the surgical and medical operating rooms, 
are regarded integral parts the general 
laboratory system, and teachers all departments, 
the future, will required qualify labora- 
tory experts high order. The day fast 
closing when selfish interest, educational enthu- 
siasm altruism high order will accred- 
ited teaching qualifications. 

The most hopeful tendency modern times 
that the teaching function, least its direction, 
the science pedagogy, men who possess peculiar 
fitness for organization and leadership, and what 
more important, who have large degree the 
power initiative the field investigation and 
research. word, the head department, 
upon whom rest the greater pedagogic re- 
sponsibility, must represent something more than 
the successful practitioner capable attracting and 
holding large private clientele. 

will necessary for such teachers devote 
many hours continuously and daily classroom, 
laboratory and ward work, and matter 
common experience that, whatever the minimum 
time exaction, many teachers, their own voli- 
tion, place limit upon their hours service. 
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This means large personal sacrifice, for ob- 
vious that men capable such service could easily, 
private life, earn far more liberal incomes than 
can covered any institutional scale com- 
pensation. 

From the standpoint the pure science teacher, 
the prevalence inadequate facilities, the one 
hand, and low salaries, the other, offer poor 
encouragement for men the right type 
engage this work Already the 
demand greater than the supply, and there may 
danger, Barker says, that “the cradle 
science nurseries will robbed, and that arrest 
development, due neglect, will 
can only hoped that, under the stimulus 
larger inducements, the field will, time, prove 
more and more attractive.” 

The relation the clinical teacher his insti- 
tutional obligations seems not definitely set- 
tled. The main differences are upon 
the following questions:

tem to-day contemplates re-enforcement the 
sistants. selection his aids, each pro- 
fessor will find opportunity for the exercise his 
very best discretionary and executive faculty. The 
responsibility special investigation ought not 
entrusted the senior student an_ interne. 
While the novitiate should assigned the task 
following from the bedside and operating 
room, should under the constant guidance 
master whose function supervise and 
direct the investigation every stage, and 
pass upon the validity findings. Close daily 
contact and companionship with one who works 
with precision, who speaks with authority, and 
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who imbued with the true scientific spirit 
inspiration, and constitutes one the fine privi- 
leges student life. 

that very necessary adjunct the teaching staff, 
the hospital interne, his function and his equities. 

seems probable that, the near future, 
year’s interneship, prior graduation, will 
made compulsory. Under such regime, the 
status the fifth year student will need 
clearly defined. His position one dignity 
and trust and his jurisdiction, though 
should fully acknowledged. certainly must 
not expected play the role orderly 
drudge. every department hospital conduct, 
the interne indispensable and his duties most 
exacting, and properly directed, will find his 
time greater value to. the institution than 
transcribing histories and notes. original 
records must prepare, but sincerely hope 
see the time when every hospital will maintain 
bureau records, presided over expert 
clinical accountant. 

Institutions can well afford make fairly 
liberal appropriation for the care and comfort 
their internes; adequate quarters, good food, and 
facilities for physical exercise and recreation will 
yield splendid return the investment. 

this point, those interested medicine, 
teachers students, should admonished regard- 
ing sentiment which exceeding import and 
finds expression the command, HUMANE. 

With propriety, these words which suggest the 
spirit and the substance the humanities, might 
written upon the portals every school and 
every hospital. There possible danger lest, 
the flush scientific achievement, with over-con- 
fidence power and false pride jurisdiction, 
forget that the patient the common brother- 
hood. 


“There lesson every patient,” says Osler, 


“aside from the malady from which suffers.” 
equally true that this lesson finds best expres- 
sion the exercise human sympathy. 

Let not confuse the function the schoolman 
and the doctor. Before his class and the labora- 
tory, the first both student and oracle; the 
bedside, benefactor and friend.

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1911 than any previous year. increase 
size, together with other minor improvements such 
more illustrations, increased the cost publica- 
tion the sum $897.42 over the previous year. 
But the advertising and subscription 
creased the extent $1,134.48, showing net 
gain, spite increased cost, $237.06. 
you will see from the figures your hands, the 
advertising receipts from the amounted 
$5,598.99, being the largest any year since the 
began publication. Indeed, this nearly 
two thousand dollars more than was received be- 
fore the rigid rules the Council Pharmacy 
and Chemistry were adopted and applied our 
advertising pages, thus excluding 
amount business. The subscription list the 
JoURNAL steadily growing and 
order separating dues from subscriptions has 
way interfered with this growth. small share 
the credit for our increased advertising returns 
due the energetic work Dr. Bering, 
Chairman the Advertising Committee. 
will note that the JouRNAL making profit 
the Society approximately $4,800. 

Register. The Register and Directory 
not look upon prospective field for any con- 
siderable monetary return; indeed, shall con- 
tinue pay for itself feel that should 
quite content. expensive work publish 
and while the expense might somewhat reduced 
using cheaper paper and binding, feel that 
would not wise so; the book sub- 
jected considerable use and good quality 
paper required stand this wear.

this important question not only from the stand- 
point theory but from practical observation, be- 
lieving that concrete observations would furnish 
better foundation for opinion than ideas based upon 
theoretical considerations have some 
material hand but not sufficient accurate data 
upon which base report. 

believe that athletics are essential part 
the child’s life and that the right kind games 
and contests should encouraged. believe 
also that athletic contests carried to-day are 
attended with certain abuses and dangers which 
can eliminated without robbing the sports 
their attraction. 

Athletic sports carried to-day are failing 
fulfill their most important purpose.

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THE TREATMENT SPINAL CURVA- 
TURE.*

treatment scoliosis, some reference its me- 
chanics, far understand them, essen- 
tial. 


* Read before the Alameda County Medical Society, 
September, 1911. 
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1844 Bigelow noticed that spine bends 
forward and the side the dorsal region 
does blade grass—when the attempt made 
bend the latter its widest diameter. 
That is, revolves its longitudinal axis 
bend through its narrowest thinnest diameter. 
have here piece sponge rubber cut that 
wider from before backward than from side 
side. Pins are stuck represent spinous 
processes, while different kind pin placed 
right angles them represent transverse 
processes and ribs. attempt bend the rub- 
ber rod forward and the side, the body will 
rotate that the first pins—that spines—point 
the concavity the curve, while the second 
pins—that the transverse processes, point back- 
ward the convex side and forward the con- 
cave side. precisely what takes place 
the thoracic column during flexion and side bend- 
ing. The spines point the concavity the 
curve and the ribs project backward the con- 
vexity. 

The lumbar column behaves under flexion and 
side bending does piece sponge rubber 
which wider from side side than before back- 
ward. That is, the spinous processes look the 
convexity and the transverse processes point for- 
ward the convex side. course, when the 
lumbar spine lordosed—that bent backward— 
the process reversed and the bodies look toward 
the convexity. 


Spinal curvatures, from whatever cause, 


begin the simple C-shaped type. The so-called 


compensatory curves which appear the S-shaped 


variety are due combination the involun- 
tary effort return the perpendicular and 
the thrusts exerted the same forces which 
caused the C-shaped deviation acting 
other and differently shaped groups vertebral 
bodies. 

Manifestly then, spines are subject the laws 
governing flexible rods. But when spine has 
long maintained posture flexion and side bend- 
ing, variable segment it, located near the 
center the curve, becomes rigid. once this 
changes the whole mechanical aspect the prob- 
lem. For now longer have flexible rod, 
subject the laws governing flexible rods, but 
inflexible rod which protected from our attacks 
the portions which are still flexible and which 
are continuous with both above 
Thus have indicated, but com- 
pleted, the description the complex mechanical 
problem involved. elaborate further would 
necessitate making myself technical and tedious, 
and would not advance further our consid- 
eration the treatment spinal curvature—the 
object this paper. 

interesting note that while have 
made some degree progress our studies 
the mechanics spinal curvature, thus far 
theory its causation has been advanced which 
can made account for even large minority 
the cases which come under observation. Nor 
can we, with any degree certainty, prognosticate 
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what will the course given. case spinal 
curvature. Professor Lorenz has related his ex- 
perience with three sisters. The first was sent 
him time when she presented mild degree 
curvature. Despite all could she 
went disfiguring and crippling deformity. 
way precaution, the second sister was 
brought him before there was any evidence 
distortion! but she, too, spite everything, 
went disfiguring and crippling deformity.

Here was enabled, placing the spine 
hyper-extension, first check the further de- 
velopment distortion and later 
verse the direction the dorsal 
curves—thereby making the cure permanent. 


For habitual postural scoliosis, before the 
curvature has become fixed, beside tonics, correc- 
tion hygienic errors, sleeping out doors, and 
attention dress, little except “setting 
up” exercises. does not matter what system 
systematically carried out. vigorous massage, 
both before and after exercise, great value. 
always desirable that the exercises should 
performed between two full length mirrors and 
that the patient’s torso should uncovered 
that she can constantly observe and correct any 
postural errors which may tend creep into her 
work. 

When segment the scoliotic spine 
come rigid, and the entire torso has undergone 
changes which the distortions the ribs may 
taken index, the problem treatment 
more complicated.

The frame Wullstein’s apparatus consists 
great inverted twelve feet high.

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HYPOPHYSIS DISEASES AND THEIR 


COOPER, B., San Francisco. 


Vesalius appears have been the first de- 
scribe this organ, and his “De Corporis Humani 
Fabrica,” 1553, calls the “glans pituitam 
under the mistaken idea that this organ 
secreted the “pituita” nasal mucous. 
interest note here that the lampreys the 
pituitary tube which remains during life opens 
the dorsal aspect the head, and, though does 
not secrete the nasal mucous, functions 
external nostril. 

Soemmering 1778 described the gland more 
fully, and termed “hypophysis cerebri.” Phylo- 
genetically the Tunicata are the first possess 
organ comparable the human hypophysis the 
shape gland which opens into the pharynx. 
the fishes find gland derived from the 
stomodoeum which comes contact with pro- 
longation from the brain. Mammals possess 
pituitary body having two distinct parts. the 
human the pituitary body hypophysis small 
reddish gray vascular mass oval form meas- 
uring about half inch its lateral diameter, 
and one-quarter inch its antero-posterior 
and supero-inferior diameters, and weighing from 
five ten grains. confined recess the 
floor the skull termed the pituitary fossa, being 
held laterally the dura mater which forms the 
inner walls the cavernous sinuses. very 
vascular and consists two lobes. anterior 
inferior lobe much the larger and much the 
more vascular, reniform shape and receives 
the posterior lobe its hilus concavity. 

Embryologically the anterior lobe arises 
upward diverticulum the posterior wall the 
primitive pharynx about the fourth week. This 
pouch Rathke called becomes nipped off 
the developing base the skull, and rare 
anomaly remnant this tube trans- 
versing the sphenoid bone whilst men the 
pharynx itself remnant the pituitary bud de- 
velops into functionating tissue, and according 
Haberfeld exists pharyngeal hypophysis. 
The nipped off epithelial cells Rathke’s pouch 
soon show differentiation parts, one 
which gives rise the anterior lobe, while the 
other invests the body and neck the posterior 
lobe, and this investing layer cells the special 
name pars intermedia has been applied. 

Microscopically the anterior lobe has 
velope and faintly marked internal network 
fibrous tissue. the fibrous tissue meshes columns 
cells are present which young animals line, 
older animals fill the alveoli. Sometimes drop 
amorphous material present the center 
the cell mass, acinus effect thus being pro- 
duced, and occasionally the secreted substance 
abundant that the cells are pressed toward the 

These cells have been differentiated accord- 
ance with their staining affinities. Thus have 
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chromophile and chromophobe cells, and the former 
have been subdivided into those having affinity 
for the acid séries dyes, acidophilic cells, and 
those having affinity for the basic series dyes, 
basophilic cells. each variety cell has 
different function whether the varied appear- 
ances represent merely periods varying function 
activity still question. Large blood sinuses are 
present throughout the sections the anterior lobe, 
and the secretion this lobe said find its 


way into the blood sinuses lying the neighbor- 
hood. 


The pars nervosa somewhat rounded and 
diameter, and applied the hilus the an- 
terior lobe. outgrowth from the embryonic 
neural cavity which soon becomes that the third 
ventricle. During fetal life hollow and its 
cavity communicates with that the ventricle 
means the infundibulum. the adult human 
the infundibulum its lower part becomes im- 
pervious. According Gaskel’s theory the stalk 
represents ancestral mouth which the ven- 
tricles the brain and the central canal the 
cord acted the stomach and intestines. the 
cat the posterior lobe remains hollow and com- 
munication with the third ventricle through the 
open stalk. 


stated previously part the epithelial di- 
verticulum Rathke gives rise cells which lie 
between the anterior glandular lobe and the pro- 
longation from the third ventricle. They come 
the pars nervosa and even form external 
coating for the infundibulum, and the cat 
layer. these cells extends forward 
infundibular attachment. few the cells may 
penetrate more less into the substance the 
nervosa. specially differentiated cells 
have been called: Herring the pars intermedia, 
and together with the pars forms the 
posterior lobe which thus partly glandular 
origin. pars nervosa itself seen microscopi- 
cally composed neuroglia fibres and 
neuroglia and ependymal cells. 


The zone junction the anterior 
lobes, the so-called hilus, exhibits 
microscopic examination closed cleft representing 
the original space the pharyngeal diverticulum. 
lined single layer cubical cells, each 
possessing large nucleus, and sometimes contains 
its center amorphous material. few 
vesicles with similar content are found 
the neighborhood and occasionally the pars 
nervosa itself. are lined cylindrical cells 
which are said often ciliated. 

Other vesicles, recalling their appearance 
thyroid vesicles, are frequently seen the 
mid-zone this region. exist elongated 
cavities running from above downwards parallel 
the blood vessels the body the gland, and are 
lined with cubical epithelial cells which possess 
large nucleus. The vesicle content may acido- 
phile and resemble the thyroid colloid, basophile 
and finely granular, may mixed char- 
acter. The content may fill completely the vesicle 
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cavity, may retracted and the cavity also 
contain some enfoliated epithelial cells. 


Posterior the epithelial cleft are the cells com- 
posing the pars intermedia. ‘These cells are ecto- 
dermal cells less developed than those which form 
the secreting structure the anterior lobe. Colloid 
looking material may seen between the cells 
the pars intermedia most sections, and appears 
pass into the adjacent pars nervosa, and finally, 
according Herring and Cushing, into the cavity 
the third ventricle, though Edinger’s work 
the other hand suggests that the seeretion from 
this lobe carried backward into the brain tissue 
rather than into the cavity the ventricle. 
Whether not this colloid contains iodine still 
matter dispute. 


Oliver and Shafer 1895 showed 
that intravenous injections watery glycerine 
extracts the pituitary gland produced remark- 
able elevation arterial pressure, commencing 
more slowly and lasting longer than that produced 
adrenal extract, Howell demonstrated that 
was the extract prepared from the posterior lobe 
that had this effect, and that following 
tion there was preliminary fall 
several seconds minute, and then rise 
twenty thirty minutes’ duration. accom- 
panying slowing the heart lasted little longer. 
With repeated injections the results became less 
marked and sometimes failed altogether. the 
vagi were cut atropine administered, the pres- 
sure rose higher, but the slowing the heart was 
less marked. Shafer and Swale Vincent later dis- 
covered that the extract the posterior lobe con- 
tained two substances, one hypertensive re-injections 
which led immunity its action, the other 
hypotensive repeatedly effective, but only for 
brief interval time. ‘The rise blood pres- 
sure that was produced was found associated 
with general vaso-constriction having relation 
innervation the sympathetic Thus 
the coronary and pulmonary blood vessels are af- 
fected common with the arterioles the system 
generally. Following the preliminary constriction 
the renal vessels dilatation ensues, with the re- 
sult that increased urinary secretion produced. 
the other hand the vaso-constrictor effect pro- 
duced the thyroid gland said pro- 
longed one. 


This lobe extract further causes dilata- 
tion the pupil, directly stimulates the muscula- 
ture the bladder, uterus and intestines, and gives 
rise diminished tolerance toward carbohydrate 
over long periods time lead 
emaciation often with marked degenerative changes 
the spleen, necroses the liver. 
The extract absorbed slowly all from the 
stomach, and destroyed pancreatic digestion. 

Injection extract the anterior lobe leads 
recognizable immediate effect except states 
hypopituitarism when causes temporary 
pyrexia.. Feeding young rats with this lobe, 


however, causes, according Shafer, exaggera- 
tion their growth, 
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The injection then extracts the two lobes 
shows the curious paradox that the injection the 
extract from the glandular lobe gives rise little 
physiological effect compared that resulting from 
the injection the extract the pars nervosa, and 
the extract from the pars nervosa itself rather 
than that from the investing 
Osborne and Vincent have shown that responsible 
for the results obtained. explanation this 
may suggested that the active posterior lobe 
extract really produced the gland cells belong- 
ing-to the pars intermedia, but activated its 
way through the pers nervosa, and that the extract 
the anterior lobe injected represents unac- 
tivated secretion. 

Clinically many reports have been issued which 
tend show that the effects produced 
logical animal experimentation are paralleled 
human pathological conditions that extract 
the posterior lobe the hypophysis. have 
therapeutic agent which deserves conscientious trial 
lator the slack uterus, the paretic bowel and 
the toxemic heart. 

Though many experimenters had previously prac- 
tised hypophysectomy animals, remained for 
Paulesco Bucharest devise method surgi- 
cal approach which greatly facilitated removal 
the gland, and prove that its total ablation 
dogs and cats was followed uniformly death 
within short time (twenty-four hours the 
average). those animals which death did not 
occur was able demonstrate microscopically 
that the removal had been incomplete. further 
showed that the quickly fatal result was due the 
loss the anterior lobe, and that ablation the 
posterior lobe caused immediate harmful effect. 
Further section the stalk was comparable 
complete nearly complete hypophysectomy. 

Cushing and his co-workers this country after 
most thorough experimental investigation find 

That total removal the hypophysis the 
cat and dog leads inevitably the death the 
animal, that this not due surgical trauma 
post-operative complications, and that incomplete 
removals produce immediate disturbance. How- 
ever, even adult animals death need not occur 
promptly Paulesco claimed, whereas puppies 
may remain apparently normal condition for 
least three weeks before terminal phenomena 
appear. Then the animal becomes unsteady, there 
arching the back, low temperature, shivering, 
coma and death unconsciousness. 

That the same symptoms after the same in- 
tervals time follow the removal the entire 
anterior lobe even though the posterior lobe remains 
place. 

That separation the hypophyseal stalk 
owing circulatory disturbances comparable 
with immediate re-implantation the 
excised tissue elsewhere the body. The gland 
becomes reattached, but the pathway for the pos- 
terior lobe secretion may become obstructed the 
scar leading accumulation hyaline within 
the channels the pars nervosa. 
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That partial removal the anterior lobe 
leads young animals persistence the 


secondary sexual characters, older animals 
adiposity and atrophy the genitals. 

The removal the posterior lobe perma- 
nent damaging its function leads marked 
increase tolerance toward carbohydrate food, 
there occurring the same time tendency 
subnormal temperature, and the acquisition 
fat. Whether not the convulsions and excessive 
sexual activity which have been seen few cases 
can ascribed the removal this lobe con- 
sidered questionable. 

Since the publication Cushing’s work Handels- 
mann and Sir Victor Horsley have issued pre- 
liminary note recounting upon cats, 
dogs and monkeys which seem show that com- 
plete removal the gland the monkey least 
not incompatible with indefinite continuation 
not only life but also good health. 

They further state contradistinction Cush- 
ing that three their dogs survived health after 
complete removal the anterior lobe. may 
that the results obtained cats and dogs 
apply men and monkeys, and that the presence 
functionating pharyngeal hypophysis may ex- 
plain the discordant results reported with dogs. 

Contemporarily Morawski reported that monkeys 
after permanent severance the pituitary stalk 
survived indefinitely and exhibited symptoms. 
suggests that the opening the third 
ventricle the operation performed cats and 
dogs that leads the lethal issue, but view 
the care evidenced the reports Cushing’s 
work seems much more probable that the anterior 
lobe the gland monkeys not vitally depend- 
ent for its blood supply upon vessels which are 
cut through the same time that section the 
stalk made. reports, however, serve 
bid hesitate before apply their entirety 
man the results obtained experimentation upon 
cats and dogs. 

Starling has suggested that the activities the 
various parts the primitive organism were co- 
ordinated means chemical products derived 
from glandular structures. These chemical products 
termed hormones. course development 
the nervous system superseded the glandular struc- 
tures the chief coordinator, though still the 
body both methods are employed. Not 
only are the internal secretions many these 
glands direct vital but the activities 
one gland seem stimulated, checked 
otherwise moderated the secretion some other 
gland, that malfunction one gland may not 
only produce direct effect, but may throw out 
gear the activities second gland which its 
turn reacts perhaps the first gland upsets the 
functions third gland, and infinitum. 

Experimentation and observation have shown that 
castrated animals, g., horses and cattle 
eunuchs the hypophysis increased size 
and weight. similar perhaps characteristic change 
develops during pregnancy, and has been sug- 
gested that the thickening the facial tissues that 
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occurs during the pregnant state dependent upon 
pituitary hyperactivity, and that the hypophysis 
the organ which determines the time which the 
birth the child shall occur. After complete 
thyroidectomy the histological examination the 
hypophysis suggests condition increased func- 
Partial hypophysectomy leads its turn 
atrophy the testes, and histological changes 
the thyroid, the islands Langerhaus, and 
possibly the thymus, adrenals and ovaries. Thus 
malfunction one gland disturbs the interglandu- 
lar equilibrium, and leads chain symptoms 
the correct linking which extremely difficult.

Many years ago Woods Hutchinson 
epigrammatically termed pituitary body the 
organ growth, and improbable that this 
gland directly indirectly plays marked role 
the determination individual’s stature, varia- 
tion activity within the normal leading 
variation growth within the normal, active 
gland leading stature above, sluggish gland 
stature below the mean, 


this so, then the gland activity not 
confined during the period growth within the 
limits the normal might expect correlated 
stature variations outside the mean range, very 
active secretion leading giantism, very sluggish 
secretion leading dwarfism, and this although 
the epiphyseal lines ossify the periods. 

know that the secretions other glands 
directly indirectly have similar influence; thus 
the capon, the steer and the eunuch present 
well known instances excess growth which 
can artificially induced castration, measure 
which also leads hypertrophied hypophysis. 

the other hand far know present 
the hypophysis marked changes the 
dwarfism that associated with rickets, with 
achrondroplasia, with cretinism, with defective 
renal defective pancreatic activity. 

Acromegaly. Pierre Marie are indebted 

for the first adequate description, 1886, of, 
that time, new clinical entity, disease charac- 
terized abnormal growth the hard and 
soft tissues the face, feet and hands. 
The features exhibited patients with this dis- 
ease, the large spade-like hands with their padded 
eminences and sausage-shaped fingers, maybe the 
elongated well-formed giant hands, the massive and 
long inverted oval-shaped face’ with its large nose, 
thick lips, accentuated supra-orbital ridges, promi- 
nent malar bones and projecting lower jaw, the 
enormous feet and the cervico-dorsal kyphosis are 
well known you merit only passing 
mention. 

association between this and dis- 
eased was soon noted, though for long 
time was surmised that depended upon sup- 
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pressed function the gland. though it. 


has been impossible produce experimentally suf- 
the clinical features the disease, yet the feeding 
experiments Shafer, the experimental work 
Cushing, the post mortem examination the gland 
patients who have died whilst suffering from 
the disease, and above all the regression symp- 
toms that have speedily followed partial removal 
the diseased structure strongly suggest that 
acromegaly directly associated with hypersecre- 
tion the anterior lobe the hypophysis, 

has been argued confutation this idea 
that acromegaly has occurred individuals 
whom post mortem the gland was normal, but 
know that anatomical not correct 
criterion physiological function, and pos- 
sible that some instances enlarged pharyngeal 
hypophysis may have remained undiscovered. 

According the present views this 
function the anterior lobe associated with 
increased posterior lobe activity, might expect 
that glycosuria any rate diminished carbo- 
hydrate tolerance tested the ingestion 
glucose levulose, increased blood pressure, 
polyuria and nutritional changes might part 
the clinical picture, and such combination 
symptoms presented not few the patients. 


The type the disease, whether benign, lasting 
maybe fifty years, chronic, lasting from eight 
thirty years, acute, lasting from three four 
years, naturally determined the nature the 
growth, which may simply hyperplastic, frankly 
adenomatous malignant character.

Frohlich’s Disease. Dystrophia adiposa genitalis. 
Hypophyseal infantilism. Hypophyseal 

(By infantilism mean the failure the 
primary and secondary sexual characteristics ap- 
pear their proper time, and this whether the 
general body growth diminutive, normal 
gigantic. 

Marie are indebted for the first adequate de- 
scription symptom complex which may accom- 
pany some forms hypophyseal disease. The syn- 
drome consists 

atrophy and decreased function the 
organs generation evidenced amenorrhea, 
failure sexual desire and potency, and deficiency 
the head, chin, axillary and pubic hair. 

Associated with these changes the organs 
generation excessive deposit fat the 
subcutaneous tissues the trunk, the genitals 
and within the abdomen. Accompanying this 
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eral adiposity may dryness the skin, brit- 
tleness hairs and nails similar that occurring 
myxedaema. Marked drowsiness common 
accompaniment. 

this disease begins before puberty, dwarfism 
and infantilism occur. many cases the atrophic 
genitals may exhibit malformations such hypo- 
spadias, kryptorchism, etc. 
feminine sexual characteristics may 
males, and masculine sexual characteristics fe- 
males. Thus the male may exhibit abnormal 
mammary development, feminine type 
pelvis, the female masculine voice and exces- 
sive growth body hair. 

those patients whom the disease develops 
later life, adiposity, falling out the hair, 
amenorrhea, loss sexual desire and sexual 
potency occur. 

Not infrequently this dystrophy the anomalies 
the genital organs precede the adiposity, though 
cases are record which there reference 
the occurrence abnormalities the functions 
the organs generation, perhaps due, Pick 
suggests, either defective observation 
failure enquire into sexual history. 
other hand, excessive fat deposit may not occur, 
the time death may have given place 
terminal cachexia. 

The resemblance between the clinical picture 
outlined and the condition depicted Cushing 
developing animals after removal 
the anterior lobe the hypophysis striking 
that one strongly tempted ascribe 
syndrome pituitary anterior lobe hyposecretion. 
the posterior lobe concomitantly exhibit dimin- 
ished function might surmise that increased 
tolerance for carbohydrates, low blood pressure 
and perhaps constipation and diminished urinary 
secretion might found part the clinical 
picture. 

The pituitary tumor that found individuals 
so. afflicted often malignant nature, 
such character favor the probability 
actual interference with pituitary function. Such 
tumor may open into the sphenoidal sinuses and 
lead discharge cerebro-spinal fluid from the 
may actually traverse the base the skull 
and the pharynx. malignancy 
these tumors low, and there little 
tendency toward the occurrence metas- 
tatic growths. Patients afflicted may live for 
years. The question function rendered com- 
plex inasmuch number case reports 
record which the symptoms have been greatly 
mitigated partial removal the tumor, the 
improvement being perhaps due from 
pressure which interfered with remaining gland 
activity. 

the other hand not only may Frohlich’s 
symptom complex occur with certain hypophyseal 
lesions, but identical clinical picture may 
presented patients whom post-mortem the 
pituitary gland seems normal, the apparently 
causal lesion being found located outside the hy- 
pophysis, its neighborhood, the third 
ventricle the posterior cranial fossa, 
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hydrocephalus being present. 
hyphophyseal origin the main growth may above 
the level the fossa inlet. 

view these varied post-mortem findings 
has been suggested that this dystrophy dependent 
upon lesion the pars nervosa the gray 
matter the region the tuber cinereum, and 
has been spoken cerebral dystrophy. 
possible that through direct indirect pressure the 
anterior lobe the gland becomes inactive, that 
the channels outflow absorption are in- 
terfered with result inadequate quan- 
tity anterior lobe secretion reaching the general 
circulation, and Cushing has suggested that the 
increase weight, etc., that occurs late some 
cases intracranial growth due indirect 
interference with hypophyseal function. 

This dystrophia adiposa genitalis presents not 
few points common with the Brissaud type 
infantilism which regarded representing the 
mildest form thyroid deficiency, and not 
improbable that mixed cases occur and that cases 
one type have been wrongly catalogued be- 
longing the other. The defective mentality, the 
absence evidence intracranial change, general 
localized, and the big improvement manifested 
from thyroid administration will speak for thyroid 
origin doubtful case. 

The mere determining that patient presenting 
this syndrome suffering from pituitary rather 
than from thyroid malfunction not sufficient 
locate the lesion within the hypophysis. neigh- 
borhood symptoms present, the lesion prob- 
ably within around it. If, however, actual 
destruction, and not mere enlargement the 
acromegaly found, then are justified 
assuming that the lesion has definitely arisen 
within the gland. striking contradis- 
tinction acromegaly, the appearance which, 
verted secretion, definitely locates the lesion within 
the hypophysis. 

Occasionally the infantilism that found asso- 
ciated with pituitary growth approaches the 
Lorain and Hastings Gilford types. the former 
will remembered when adult age reached 
the figure small and slim and child’s size 
though having the outlines that adolescent 
whilst the organs generation are immature. 
the Hastings Gilford type there queer ten- 
dency premature aging, the same dwarf-like 
creature presenting combination im- 
mature development and premature old age. 
what extent pituitary malfunction responsible 
for these anomalies remains for 
determine. 

Mixed Types. Not infrequently acromegalics 
present some the features described 
acteristic the dystrophia adiposa genitalis, be- 
coming unduly fat and impotent. may 


Cushing suggests that the latter symptoms repre- 
sent later stage pure acromegalism, the 
nature the tumor first adenomatous, chang- 
ing character and becoming malignant, the hy- 
persecretion associated with the former now being 
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replaced the hyposecretion associated with the 
latter type growth, comparable change 
function that which occurs when myxedema 
follows exophthalmic goitre. But there are un- 
doubted instances which even youth mixed 
type occurs, giantism and acromegaly supposedly 
characteristic excessive gland function ap- 
pearing patient exhibiting rudimentary state 
the organs generation, and complete 
absence the secondary sexual characteristics. 

may that the different cells described 
occurring the anterior lobe have different func- 
tions, variety being with body 
growth, the other with the development the 
sexual and that both types cells 
may may not concomitantly involved, 
may may not have their functions disturbed 
like manner, may even yet that both acro- 
megaly and Frolich’s disease are due 
verted secretion the hypophysis rather than 
mere excess deficiency, that the mixed type 
may due insufficiency. 

the anterior and posterior lobes regarded 
glands having altogether separate functions, 
idea which their close anatomical union hardly 
supports, evident that either normal, exces- 
sive, diminished perverted secretion one 
lobe may associated with either normal, exces- 
sive, diminished perverted secretion the other 
lobe that many possible combinations gland 
malfunction may arise, and many mixed clinical 
pictures produced. 

Anomalous Types. The physiological action 
the extract the posterior lobe, and Cushing’s 
work upon carbohydrate tolerance, etc., suggest 
that patients exhibiting glycosuria, obesity, polyuria, 
sexual anomalies, marked hyper hypotension and 
cardio-vascular non-valvular insufficiency will need 
specially examined for evidences pituitary 
involvement, and just have fruste types 
thyroid malfunction will surely meet with 
fruste forms hypophyseal disease. 

How much the estimation the carbohydrate 
tolerance and the influence upon the changed 
tolerance injections posterior lobe secretion 
outlined Cushing will aid diagnostically 
remains determined though the difficulties 
associated with the administration the requisite 
amount glucose lactose are considerable, and 
the similar Strauss test employed estimating 
hepatic function is, ‘in experience, little 
value. 

definitely established that the posterior 
lobe secretion finds its way into the third ventricle 
then the examination the patient’s cerebro-spinal 
fluid may yield serviceable information. 

Acute Pituitary Insufficiency. true 
relative insufficiency may arise during the 
course fevers and toxemias suggested 
French writers questionable. The apparent im- 
provement such patients after the use the 
extract is, course, very inconclusive evidence. 

The Polyglandular Syndrome. How malfunc- 
tion one gland may lead syndrome due 
the faulty interaction many glands has been 
already alluded to. Many case records have been 
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reported, particularly the French writers, 
which such condition has been presumed exist. 
have all. seen similar cases and our present 
state knowledge the elucidation the exact 
train events most difficult. The diagnosis 
many instances has been made depend mainly 
upon the results obtained from combined glandu- 
lar therapy, means diagnosis alluring but 
deceiving inasmuch the extract derived from 
the gland principally fault may exist 
unactivated condition, may stored within 
the gland quantities insufficient supply the 
bodily needs. The part which malfunction the 
hypophysis plays such syndrome remains for 
the future determine. may perhaps wise 
mention here that the use the pituitary ex- 
tracts these seeming pluriglandular diseases 
contraindicated conditions high blood pres- 
sure, and that adrenal and pituitary extracts should 
not simultaneously administered, and extract 
adrenal body adrenalin not given condi- 
tions supposed hypophyseal hyperactivity. 

Symptoms dependent upon the new ana- 
tomical intracranial relations that 

Anatomically the hypophysis intracranial 
organ and consequently tumor growths increasing 
its bulk commonly give rise the characteristic 
symptoms indicative increased intracranial pres- 
sure; viz: headache, vomiting, optic nerve changes. 

Headache seldom absent altogether, and 
rule diffuse pains the frontal region, and 
may exhibit paroxysmal migrainous character. 

Vomiting frequent symptom occurring ac- 
cording Frankl Hochwart 75% cases. 

Vertigo less common, and spasmodic attacks 
rarely occur. 

Choked disc and post-neuritic atrophy occur 
much less frequently than primary optic atrophy 
(perhaps about 25% cases). 

Quite common are psychical changes, the patient 
becoming depressed, melancholic 
and mentally torpid. remarkable symptom 
which may occur intense paroxysmal drowsiness, 
the attack lasting from hours days even 
weeks time, How much this due -per- 
verted gland function, and how much indirect 
mechanical effect undetermined. with other 
intracranial growths late distance pressure symp- 
toms may appear.

Vision tends 
lost first the upper portion the temporal 
half one field, perhaps involving the whole 
temporal half the field this eye before leading 
similar defect the other eye. the 
bitemporal hemianopsia apparent. bound- 
ary line between the blind and seeing parts 
hardly ever regular vertical, and gen- 
erally passes through the point fixation, fact 
which helps distinguish chiasmal lesions 
lesions the optic tract and cortical centers 
which the macular field spared. The absence 
re-entering angles contraction noteworthy. 
the condition progresses the entire field 
vision may lost one eye, the other still ex- 
hibiting temporal hemianopic defect. Finally 
vision may lost the entire fields both eyes. 
Other variations the visual fields con- 
centric contraction and central scotoma, 
monymous hemianopsia has been described. 
some cases the color fields are definitely hemianopic 
while the fields for white may almost full. 


The ophthalmoscope commonly demonstrates 
condition partial complete primary optic 
atrophy (50% cases) though previously 
mentioned choked disc post-neuritic atrophy may 
present (25%).

The tube target, distance fifty centi- 
meters from the plate, centered over the point 
marked. 

The vertical incident ray under these conditions. 
will pass through the center the floor the 
fossa, and distortion effects are minimal. 

The fossa itself is, course, some distance 
from the X-Ray plate, distance varying with the 
width the patient’s skull, consequently each 
turn the head vertical axis, and each 
tilting its transverse axis alters considerably 
the picture the cavity, and very im- 
portant obtain true parallelism possible 
head and plate. 

Large variations the direction the incident 
perpendicular ray will produce similar effects, and 
Krause frankly states that not inconsiderable 
number cases has assumed widening the 
sella turcica when revealed the contrary. 

Radiographically the sella turcica may exhibit 
one the following types which are arranged 
the order their frequency: 


The three-quarter oval type. 
The half circle type. 
The three-quarter circle type. 


The rectangular type, anterior wall and 
lamina quadrilateral constituting the shorter side 
the rectangle. 

The shape the sella turcica bears relation 
the shape the cranium, and these 
four types there are numerous transitional forms. 

Variations size similarly occur.

some plates shadows increased density due 
elevated bony bosses the inner skull table 
appear within the cavity the fossa. They must 
not mistaken for concretions. 


From the above description evident that 
while extensive changes the fossa and its adnexa 
are recognizable glance much experience 
needed before deciding that minor changes are 
indicative diseased processes, and must re- 
membered that destructive lesions other than those 
arising from the pituitary gland may involve the 
region the fossa and its adnexa, and that large 
fossa may found patients suffering from 
extra-hypophyseal intracranial growths from 
hydrocephalus. 

addition abnormal fossa outline the 
radiogram the acromegalic skull exhibits irregu- 
larity the cranial parietes, enlarged frontal and 
maxillary fosse, exaggerated post lambdoidal 
prominence, and enlarged prognathous jaw. 

Variations the symptomatology. Though 
change bulk commonly associated with change 
function yet either one may occur whilst the 
other remains within the limits the normal. 
Various combinations symptoms and signs thus 
occur, sometimes those due pituitary malfunc- 
tion, sometimes those due increased intracranial 
pressure, sometimes those due local pressure ef- 
fects being most evidence. other cases con- 
comitant symptoms having relation the co- 
existing pituitary tumor are complained of.

MEDICAL EDUCATION. 


The most interesting discussions during the ses- 
sions medical education centered about the sub- 
jects practical examinations for the licensing 
medical graduates; and the relation the medical 
school fifth hospital year. 

Mr. Frederic Hallett, Secretary the Con- 
joint Examining Board England, presented 
detail the successful practical examinations 
ducted his organization. Mr. Hallett demon- 
strated that the practical part the English ex- 
aminations can given properly the rate 
two ten minutes for each twenty-four 
applicants. the United States 
states have some form practical exami- 
Among these Massachusetts, Ohio, Wis- 
consin, Nebraska and Utah seem have 
made considerable progress this New 
York considering the acceptance one year 
accredited hospital service lieu prac- 
tical examination. Indiana empowers the State 


Read before the Forty-Second Annual Meeting the 
State Society, Del Monte, April, 1912. 
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Licensing Board fix the standards medical 
schools and considers that this insures the practical 
nature the training received. Pennsylvania’s 
new law also places medical schools 
supervision the Bureau Medical Education 
and Licensure. Michigan proposes general 
non-paid appointed examiners throughout the 
state mark the written part examinations 
(50%) and paid staff practical examiners 
give practical laboratory and clinical exami- 
nation (50%). 

was very generally agreed that too much time 
being required the medical student. Statistics 
were presented show that the majority medi- 
cal schools require 8,000 9,000 hours work 
from the better results would 
obtained requiring 5,000 hours (or average 
eight hours per day lecture, laboratory and 
required preparation) and giving the student op- 
portunity follow those special lines read- 
ing observation which appeal him.

THE HOSPITAL FIFTH YEAR. 

Many interesting viewpoints were expressed con- 
cerning this subject. Dean Dodson, the Rush 
Medical Department, outlined one the most in- 
teresting plans. believes that strong medical 
department can arrange ‘with private hospitals 
towns cities within practical radius pro- 
vide the fifth year the judicious 
selection members the visiting staffs these 
hospitals for the purpose this fifth year instruc- 
‘tion, and ‘their appointment clinical lecturers 
(or under some other title), the fifth year students 
can ensured adequate practical supervision and 
instruction without cost the school, and the 
hospitals entering into the arrangements will profit 
better medical service. 

were many who believed with Dean Dod- 
son that the question fifth year was more 
matter policy than administrative difficulty. 
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Doctor Wesbrook, Dean Minnesota Medical 
Department, stated that believed 80% the 
medical graduates should given fifth year 
practical hospital interne work, but that least 
20% the men should encouraged into 
fifth year technical work. His 
reasons for advocating this selection 20% the 
men for training the non-practicing branches 
the medical profession, were based upon the 
proportionate need the public for 
workers, laboratory diagnosticians, administrative 
appointments hospitals, public health werk, etc. 


UNIVERSITY HOSPITALS AND ACADEMIC PROFESSOR- 
SHIPS MEDICINE. 


The university hospital necessary 
medical instruction equipment was actively dis- 
cussed. one, however, contested the desirability 
such hospital for research work and for the 
demonstration selected and rare cases. The need 
for placing medical school professorships 
academic paid basis has been mentioned above. The 
character much the teaching,—clinical, labo- 
ratory, didactic—being given to-day was strongly 
criticized. Doctor Edward Jackson, Denver, 
particularly emphasized ‘the need for teachers who 
“know what their students see and can under- 
stand.” Christian outlined the new plan 
examinations Harvard designed reach 
point testing the real permanent knowledge 
the student. practice considerable importance 
and one which should widely encouraged, has 
been established several medical schools, e., 
furnishing miscroscope each student the 
beginning his course and permitting him pay 
for the installment plan. Several state ex- 
amining boards recognize this practice requesting 
each candidate bring his own microscope the 
examination. 


MEDICAL LEGISLATION. 


During the sessions the Confedera- 
tion State Medical Examining Boards” arrange- 
ments were practically completed for union all 
the important examining boards, the purpose being 
encourage uniformity examination standards, 
and promote reciprocity the recognition 
licenses granted the different states. 

The methods examining candidates various 
states came for some sharp criticism. Mr. Hal- 
lett particularly emphasized the point that each 
examination paper, practical examination, should 
read attended least two members 
the examining board. Any one listening the 
discussions could not fail appreciate the need 
for uniformity examination procedure and for 
the development some practical method for de- 
termining the fitness physician transfer 
from one state any other without again passing 
initial examination. personal equation 
the conduct examinations was clearly demon- 
strated. This was particularly brought out 
certain reminiscent discussions. state evidently 
places special emphasis the ability .all .candi- 
dates use the practical tests ophthalmoscope 
properly. This results largely from the accident 
having ophthalmologist its examining 
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Another state places. considerable emphasis the 
ability each candidate name accurately series 
surgical instruments but does not follow this 
test determine whether the candidate can has 
ever used them. 

general, legislation toward greater 
examinations, together with more attention given 
practical tests, was urged. Undoubtedly the 
public should make less effort devising rules for 
concealing the identity and personality the appli- 
cant, and make more effort select well trained 
and properly fitted persons for examiners, supply- 
ing these examiners with funds and equipment 
conduct thorough examinations—not and 
unseen” through the point pen, but openly 
through face face examinations the diagnosis 
room with series patients the basis for 
least fifty per cent. the test. California came 
for good deal criticism. well known Federal 
for example, said had passed the medical 
examinations number states and those con- 
ducted the Government. From his personal ex- 
perience considered Michigan’s examination the 


fairest and best test, while California’s was 


the worst. From individual conversations 
the opinion your representative that much 
the criticism California’s law based upon per- 
sonal grounds, especially upon the experiences 
candidates who feel that they did not receive the 
common courtesies which should extended all 
candidates those charge examinations. 


REPORTS MEMBERS THE NATIONAL LEGISLA- 
TIVE COUNCIL. 


The reports submitted recent medical legis- 
lation the several states show very general 
condition medical unrest throughout the United 
States. Except few states, medical licensing 


laws have remained unchanged during the past 


year, have been sharply assailed with varying 
degrees success modifying them. Public 
health legislation has constituted the chief fight- 
ing ground, and some effective new laws have 
Everywhere this gain has been at- 
tended active opposition lobbying. 

The new Medical Practice Act Pennsylvania 
illustrates fairly well the trend modifications 
the earlier acts which may looked for the 
next few years. This act, among its other pro- 
visions, requires the proper registration and 
record all legal practitioners medicine the 
state kept for public reference the office 
the Commissioner Education. provides 
for the examining and issuance “limited 
qualified neuropaths, optometrists, 
other practitioners any special method treat- 
ing disease, “limited practitioners.” Persons de- 
siring practice massage, various manipulations 
the body without obtaining license 
legalized physician limited practitioner, must 
work under the direction regularly qualified 
physician. The bureau having the administration 
this law hand has been given large powers the 
matter making rules and regulations governing 
medical The personnel consists the 
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Commissioner Public Education, Commissioner 
Health, and five other members; being ex- 
pressly provided that majority these members 
cannot named from the practitioners any one 
“system”

MEDICAL EFFICIENCY 


possible that the time may near hand 
California when board qualified paid men 
may appointed administer medical 
laws, just similar boards are now provided ‘for 
safeguarding the public all relations with in- 
surance companies, building and loan associations, 
banks, railroads, etc. The licensing 
practitioners, nurses and hospitals will all prob- 
ability under review again during the ses- 
sion the California legislature. 


THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The sessions the Conference Public Health 
were largely devoted ways and means for im- 
proving vital statistics returns, and railway 
sanitation. Doctor Wilbur, Chief the Vital 
Statistics Division the Census, explained the’ 
model statistics law advocated the bureau, and 
particularly emphasized the present need for bring- 
ing the reporting births. are pres- 
ent only two three states the provisional 
registration area for births. hoped the 
Medical Society may actively support the efforts 
the State Board Health get California placed 
this provisional registration area before 1913. 

The activities the Association for the Con- 
servation Vision were presented and interestingly 
discussed. The physician’s part preventing blind- 
ness, particularly from ophthalmia neonatorum, 
was argued length. 

Local and state measures 
were discussed and the essentials food and drug 
legislation were ably presented. The control 
syphilis and gonococcus infections was brought up, 
discussed, and usual—dropped without definite 
resolutions action. paper Commissioner 
Health Young, “What Education and Train- 
ing are Necessary for State and Municipal Health 
Officers” was not read, owing the necessary 
absence Doctor Young, but the subject was indi- 
rectly discussed many ways during the sessions. 
evident that many observers that the 
health officers the future must 
trained non-practicing physicians, who will 
lected for merit and given security tenure 
office during efficient service. 


THE ORGANIZATION COUNCIL PUBLIC 
HEALTH. 


The proposed Council Public Health was not 
organized, but the Council Health and Public 
Instruction was requested resolution every- 
thing its power bring about co-operative work 
large number welfare organizations 
now existence. instance which occurred 
Boston illustrates the present situation many 
parts the United States. woman, who once 
had the misfortune have apply charity 
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organization for assistance during temporary ill- 
ness her husband, was preparing birth 
her second child, ‘when this fact became known 
officer welfare organization. The 
woman’s record showing that she had once required 
aid, her name was sent all associations inter- 
ested any phase eugenics infant mortality 
with the result that within the space few 
months she was visited less seven 
amateur information gatherers and instructors rep- 
resenting many different societies. Each these 
representatives had long lists questions 
answered, and desired give this mother advice, 
much her personal annoyance and the disgust 
her attending physician. 

Such societies undoubtedly great 
good, but there are too many them. The 
American Medical Association can great 
service the cause medical sociology aiding 
the judicious consolidation these societies into 
few strong organizations covering large divisions 
the preventive medicine field. 

The State Society California, the 
schools, and all those interested the health con- 
servation movement should give immediate atten- 
tion the problem desirable legislation 
enacted 1913. Legislation along these lines 
favor selfish interests certain introduced, 
and unless the medical profession and the 
public working together devise liberal, effective 
statutes meet the points raised favor selfish 
bills, will difficult for the legislators de- 
tect the “flaws” the latter.

meeting the California Association for 
the Study and Prevention Tuberculosis held 
the Hotel Potter, Santa Barbara, April, 1911, 
order that the State Association might remain 
existence and least continue the parent 
organization for the state, Dr. George Kress 
was elected President, Dr. Robert Peers, Vice-Pres- 
ident, and Dr. George Tucker, Secretary and 
Treasurer. 


was presumed that the duties the Secretary 
for the ensuing year would answer occasional 
and forward copies the press service 
the National Association the various news- 
papers the state, until the funds the treasury 
became exhausted. 


Treasurer there was placed hands $25 
with which carry this work, and some time 
later was received membership fee the or- 
ganization. 

Fortunately there was some stationery hand 
and the Bulletin quietly and unceremoniously 
passed out existence. Press services were mailed 
until was exhausted, and all intents and 
purposes the California Association for the Study 
and Prevention Tuberculosis was existence 
the extent outlined this meeting. 

letter dated August 1st, 1911, the Secretary 
the National Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention Tuberculosis requested that the State 
Society act state agent for the sale the Red 
Cross Christmas Seals, under the agreement that 
the National Association should receive per 
cent. the gross proceeds, the State Association 
receive whatever percentage they and the local 
societies were decide upon, 12% per cent. being 
indicated just percentage, and the local socie- 
ties retain the rest. 

During absence the East Dr. Kress kindly 
attended the making preliminary arrange- 
ments and return took correspondence 
with the various societies and after some delay 
was agreed without any dissenting society, pay 
per cent. the National Association and 
per cent. the State Association. The An- 
geles Society, however, voted pay per cent. 
the gross proceeds into the state organization. 

The sale the Red Cross Christmas Seals was 
handicapped result the delay completing 
arrangements between the local and state societies, 
The campaign should have been started early 
October, but was not until the Novem- 
ber that the first shipment advertising material 
was received. 

Your Secretary was obliged, without having any 
previous experience estimate the probable num- 
ber seals which might sold and ask for 
the total amount advertising material allowed 
for the number seals ordered. the basis 
the population the state and the small number 
component societies, 2,000,000 seals seemed only 
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adequate, and the basis the number suggested 
the various secretaries throughout the state 


2,000,000 were least twice too many. 


Late November was deemed advisable 
order another million and one-half seals, to- 
gether with the full allowance advertising ma- 
terial. This shipment was received express 
December 2nd. 

Upon advice from San Francisco 1,000,000 seals 
were ordered shipped direct, together with adver- 
tising material, making total 4,500,000 seals 
received from the National Association. 

The Los Angeles Society, however, experienced 
great deal difficulty obtaining permission

THE PATHOLOGICAL CONDITIONS 
THE EYE SECONDARY DISEASE 
THE LYMPHATICS THE NECK 
AND THROAT.* 


ALEXANDER, D., San Francisco. 


Abundant and sufficient evidence has been sub- 
mitted during recent years show the marked 
susceptibility the eye endogenous toxins. The 
well known and invaluable investigations made 
under the direction Schweinitz, and the 
contributions Lawson and continental authorities, 
point conclusively intestinal putrefaction and 
fermentation cause choroiditis and general 
uveitis. inflammation the genito-urin- 
ary tract, the accessory sinuses the nose, diseases 
the teeth and gums, and other inflammations 


errors metabolism affecting more less 


remote organs. 

Incidental various reports along’ these lines, 
mention has been made the association disease 
the lymphatics the neck and throat in- 
flammations the eye. series cases which 
have from time time come under observa- 
tion seem significant and suggestive, and prompt 


_to make these assertions more specific. 


Read before the Forty-Second Annual Meeting the 
State Society, Del Monte, April, 1912. 
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conviction is, that acute and chronic inflam- 
mations the lymphatics are responsible for con- 
junctivitis, keratitis, irido-cyclitis, choroiditis, retro- 
bulbar-neuritis and functional disability the 
eyes. inflammation which initiate 
these patholegical changes are. those due the 
breaking down proteids the toxic and diges- 
tive action bacteria, also metastatic deposits 
the latter, the bacteriacidal toxins elaborated 
their growth, which probably reach the eye through 
the lymphatics general circulation. 

The units this lymphatic system most fre- 
quently affected are the adenoids, tonsils 
terior cervical chains glands. The inflammation 
may due pyogenic bacteria the usual type, 
and especially tubercle bacilli the organism 
acute articular rheumatism. glandular infec- 
tion may secondary the throat, primary, 
passage the organism through the tonsils and 
adenoids portals entry. 

Conjunctival may phlyctenu- 
lar, follicular, true tubercular, that 
injection the conjunctiva and subconjunctiva as- 
sociated with much redness and congestion and 
more less pain, but slight secretion. The 
phlyctenular type common and the cause 
large quantity literature its etiology and 
pathology. cannot refrain from slight digres- 
sion this much-abused subject. the first 
place wish protest against the term “conjunc- 
tivitis Such term very misleading 
and covers ignorance the real primary 
cause the lesion. may occasional 
case where one cannot discover any source 
toxemia except skin lesion, but rule any 
seborrheic eczematous condition the surround- 
ing skin simply another manifestation the 
general intoxication, secondary the irritating 
ocular discharge. The term “phlyctenule,” used 
generically, covers all cases this clinical group, 
although even this term strictly inaccurate except 
for the appearance the inflamed conjunctival 
area. For, Parsons and Leber point out, there 
never blister formation, but rather solid col- 
lection round, polymorphonuclear and scattered 
giant cells. inflammations recur and inas- 
much recurrences are often contemporaneous 
with colds and the presence diseased tonsils and 
posterior cervical glands, have directed treat- 
ment such cases clearing the cervical 
affection addition the local eye 
treatment. 

For instance, little girl had obstinate recur- 
rence long series such inflammations. Ex- 
amination showed strongly positive Moro and 
Pirquet, also posterior cervical glands. opera- 
tion found the tonsils deeply imbedded the 
throat and uncovered collection soft creamy 
white exudate under the plica triangularis. Within 
few hours after the tonsillectomy had 
cleared, and within two weeks the glands the 
neck were not palpable. recurrence has taken 
place during the last eighteen months. this 
case the source irritation was undoubtedly 
the tonsils and the posterior cervical glands.

PROPOSED CODE PUBLIC HEALTH 
REGULATIONS FOR CALIFORNIA.*

the year 1824 one Stephen Dodd, being pas- 
tor the Congregational Church East Haven, 
Connecticut, published thin little volume where- 
was set down the history and vital statistics 
his town, between its settlement 1664 and the 
year 1800. Those who are inclined charge our 
modern congested cities with every crime against 
public health may read with profit the story 
East Haven. 

1736, being then about 500 souls, the town 
was visited sickness throat ail which 
carried off twenty-six persons all ages. 
wise 1742-43 there died dysentery with 
fever less than sixty. From then the record 
shows approximate annual death rate thirty 
per thousand for dysentery and fifteen for can- 
ker rash among the children. this not stri- 
king commentary the belief that the simple 
country life makes for resistance that can afford 
ignore sanitation? Many people will tell you 
that live closer get dirtier, and 
course filth breeds disease. There only one 
thing harder than get rid 
popular belief, and that make 
penetrate the mass. 

new fact has emanated, let say, from 
some quiet worker laboratory, who publishes 
ultra-technical journal read only the 
“anointed.” may perhaps attract the attention 
some one who writing course 
nowadays there are precious few grad-

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uates. Every one must address students and tell 
all. Tell what knows and ballast with junk. 
The pearl price buried deep the mud, and 
the average reader, not being the “anointed,” 
roots with his nose, tosses one side, and 
goes feeding the old familiar theories. And 
the laboratory men wondering why the prac- 
tice public health lags far behind the prin- 
ciples. 

After all the health officer who stumbles over 
this new pearl not much blame. There 
are several reasons why cannot bind upon 
his forehead for the world see. first 
the bogy private practice. The fear offend- 
ing conservative clientele too radical depar- 
ture, has deterred many man from trying out 
the new thing. There were certain tender toes 
which must never, never trod upon. was 


safer abide old popular opinion than 


mould new one. again, there were the 
city ordinances carefully designed not conflict 
with certain ichthyosaurian state laws. The new 
pearl did not shine well with these back- 
ground. was certainly safer collecting 
dead cats and fumigating, with pleasant little ex- 
cursions tear some plumbing following 
case diphtheria typhoid. Even did 
dream dreams and see visions, could not act 
alone. Many things required definite state sup- 
port and this was lacking. Lacking, alas, spite 
growing popular demand for state regulation 
where several communities are jointly affected. 
Under all felt popular dis- 
satisfaction with the old tradition, fanned busily 
certain interested factions; yet, tongue-tied 
fear, convention, ethics, tradition, and lack sup- 
port could not cry out and save his people. 
Saddest all, his foes were “those his own 
household.” His professional brethren would have 
indicted him the two counts “advertising” and 
“trying drum had attempted 
popularize his information. The medical pro- 
fession will some day have answer 
charge unfairness Public Health relations. 
Unfairness the public not demanding high 
grade Health Officer, and unfairness the 
Health Officer not holding his hands, before 


all the people. Holding his hands, first 


abandoning the black cloak medieval -mys- 
ticism and giving information the people. Hold- 
ing his hands keeping touch with new 
thought. Perhaps then when your Health Officer 
holds out you this pearl price, you may 
recognize its value. Finally, holding 
hands helping give him modern health ordi- 
nances, with self-starters, wind shields, large gaso- 
line and oil tanks, and full equipment lamps. 

The old laws are concerned with such things 
sewer gas, effluvia, noxious odors, air contami- 
nation, and character soil; and how diligently 
all these things have been investigated carriers 
disease. puff ill-smelling smoke contained 
charm against the diseases which lurked 
small piece dead skin. The surgeons long ago 
stopped the carbolic spray operating rooms, and 
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depended clean hands and dressings. fact 
one the neglected pearls Public Health 
practice, for very few hospitals has medical 
asepsis replaced segregation diseases, and room 
isolation. Everybody’s grandmother can tell 
case scarlet fever carried shawl wrapped 
around child yet peeling. England where 
they have been using isolation hospitals for many 
years, the time hospital has been cut from 
basis cessation nasal and aural discharges, 
rather than skin desquamation, and singular thing 
that this has not increased the percentage 
return cases Added this clinical experi- 
ence have the declaration Lesage that the 
contagiousness scarlet fever depends the in- 
flammation the throat mucous surfaces, and the 
work Landsteiner, Cantacuzene, and Bernhardt, 
working different laboratories, who have obtained 
erythema with desquamation monkeys, 
inoculating subcutaneously with the blood and 
tracheal glands scarlet fever cases; rubbing 
the buccal surfaces with scrapings from the tongues 
scarlet fever cases; and smearing the throat with 
tonsillar swabs.

THE OPERATIVE PROCEDURE HY- 
POPHYSEAL AFFECTIONS.*

one were attempt describe all the pro- 
posed methods’ for reaching the hypophysis, 
would fill volume. Point the hypophysis from 
any direction from the anterior half the skull 
and some one has reached the desired point 
that route, either the cadaver the living. 
The first attempt was made some years ago, but 
has been the last five years that have produced 
the ‘deluge operative procedures. They may 
most simply classified into intra-cranial and 
trans-sphenoidal, the latter being 
into nasal and buccal, and the nasal again into 
superior, inferior and lateral, the last including 


the orbital route, which would the most natural 


route take case the absence one eye- 
ball. This, knowledge, has never been done 
the human being, although the sphenoid has 
been entered from this point. 

“The intra-cranial routes are considered the 
most acceptable for all tumors which are growing 
upward into the brain tissue hopeless 
get good view the structures immediately 
surrounding the hypophysis from 
noidal route, whereas those tumors pushing their 
way into the sphenoid are readily accessible from 
below, especially the cystic variety which are 
common this region. ‘The intra-cranial routes 
which have been successful the human being 
are two in. number, the temporal and frontal. 
Caton and Paul, Horsley and Caselli, were the 
early exponents the middle fossa route, and 
Krause, Killiani and McArthur the anterior 
fossa, Krause preferring the extra dural method, 
and Killiani the intra-dural. The latter seems 
have presented the fewer technical difficulties.

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The oral operations consist removal the 
hard palate and exenteration the nasal content 
and including the sphenoid, operation 
through the soft palate, beginning the neck 
through the base the tongue the valeculum 
and thence the sphenoid. This latter method 
necessitates preliminary tracheotomy but gives 
complete view the desired field. Kocher says 
that the bucco-nasal method gives the best view 
the hypophysis all the various operations. 


The paths that have become most popular late 
are the nasal ones and interest nasal sur- 
geons more than those just mentioned. They 
should have basic principle the reaching the 
posterior wall the sphenoid with the least pos- 
sible mutilation the nose, but with the greatest 
possible space transit. The early efforts (Schlof- 
fer, von and Bode) took but little ac- 
count the conservation the nasal contents, 
but gradually there has developed desire 
perfect the various sub-mucous methods resec- 
tion the septum until have the superb tech- 
nical triumphs Kocher and Hirsch. 


The superior nasal routes, advocated von 
Eiselburg, Schloffer, Loewe and 
Kocher, either include removal the anterior 
and inferior walls the frontal sinuses together 
with the middle turbinates, ethmoids and superior 
portion the septum,—the operator hugging the 
tion the septum its superior half after enter- 
ing the nose clapping back the two sides like 
swinging any procedure between these 
two. They require disfiguring operation without 
giving any better view the field than those 
done the inferior nasal route, advocated 
Hirsch, Kanavel, West and Cushing, the lateral 
route done Marschik and Chiari. 

Hirsch does Killian resection the septum 
through the anterior nares, with without re- 
moval the turbinates, occasion demands, and 
carries the resection back the posterior wall 
the sphenoid. and West, working from 
the anterior resect the septum, bone and 
mucous membrane included, with without re- 
section the middle turbinate. Cushing does the 
same, entering the nose lifting the upper lip. 
The most serious problem not reaching the pos- 
terior wall the sphenoid, but the 
turcica with the chisel. After doing the opera- 
tion number times the cadaver, becomes 
apparent that one can very easily enter the skull 
too high too low, but caution used 
preliminary X-Ray the region and not 
chiseling too far any direction, but little dam- 
age can done long one keeps 
median line. One must keep mind the fact 
that the septum the sphenoid guide 
the median line the skull. 

Marschik and Chiari have operated couple 
cases successfully lately making skin incision 
from the inner canthus the eye down the 
middle processus frontalis superior maxillary, 
the middle turbinate, ethmoids, lamina papyracea 
and posterior portion the septum are removed, 
the eyeball being pushed outward during the 
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process: they claim expedition and clear view 
the case, but the cadaver have not found 
any particular advantage over the inferior nasal 
routes, and the angle which one approaches 
the sella turcica more likely lead error than 
the operator keeps the median line. 

The large number routes suggested and 
limited amount material try them out on, 
show that the last word has not yet been said 
the best operative procedure; but believe that 
the future there will more this work 
done the intra-nasal surgeon simply because 
his skill handling reflected light and his increas- 
ing tendency conserve the nasal contents and 
avoid mutilating procedures all nasal work.

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number operations for arthrodesis have 
been described, the most ingenious them being 
those Goldthwaite, Whitman, and Robert 
Jones. has been privilege previous occa- 
sions you patients whom had 
subjected the Whitman and Goldthwaite pro- 
cedures. the best belief the patient 
before you represents the first instance 
Mr. Jones’ operation has been employed this 
part the world. Briefly the operation 
follows: 

First: The prominent bands plantar fascia are 
divided subcutaneously and the foot flattened with 
the block and hands, with the Thomas wrench. 

Second Step: incision about three inches 


long made the inner side the foot and 


casionally the outer side. The soft parts are 
then lifted from the bones, both above and 
below the skeleton; next wedge bone re- 
moved from the entire tarsus with its mid point 
the highest part the arch. This wedge 
bone wider above than below, and the inner 
side than the outer side. Making larger 
the inner side than the outer corrects the valgus 
deformity. Closing the space made the removal 
this wedge causes the forefoot come practi- 
cally into line with the heel. The wounds are 
now closed and the foot put plaster paris 
this position, Mr. Jones actually binds the fore- 
foot the tibia. 

Third Step: One month later, after union has 
taken place, the ankle joint opened trans- 
verse incision from behind and enough the 
astragalus removed bring the foot right angles 
the leg. the same time the cartilages are 
peeled from the articular surfaces the tibia and 
fibula. Mr. Jones also shortens the Achilles ten- 
don and the posterior capsule and excises flap 
skin. The foot and leg are now held plantigrade 
for eight weeks, which time good bone 
will have taken place and the operation will 
completed. 

This the operation which has been performed 
upon the patient before you. She years old, 
and since her fourteenth month has presented 
flail joint her right ankle. Upon this she was 
able get about fairly well, though the foot was 
womanhood had increased her weight 
cause breaking strain thrown upon the soft 
parts the distorted member. reflection 
seemed that for her particular grade de- 
formity Mr. Jones’ operation held out the greatest 
hopes relief. You will now perceive that she 
stands firmly upon what effect “pedestal” 
foot. Motion ankle mid tarsal joint she will 
never have, but with this foot she will able 
get about without discomfort and fulfill with as- 
surance her function life. 


Presentation Case Dr. James Watkins Be- 
fore the General Meeting the San Francisco 
County Medical Society, April 1912.

aspirated, constant pressure the form 
tic bandage applied and ice bags kept constantly 
upon the joint. attempt was made straighten 
the leg immobilize the joint. Subsequently 
she was subjected rather vigorous and exceed- 
ingly painful passive motion. After seven weeks, 
being but little, any, improved, she went home. 
For eight weeks she lay bed without medical 
assistance. Since then she has got about with her 

She has been referred colleague, 
asking whatever can done for her 
this stage.

The knee you will recall imperfect hinge 
joint; being also capable some rotation. Ex- 
tension and flexion occur between the femur and 
the semilunar cartilages; while rotation occurs be- 
tween the semilunars and the tibia. They are at- 
tached loosely (and their anterior margins very 
insecurely) the tibia the so-called coronary 
ligaments. Each semilunar wedged between 
the tibia and femur and assists the lateral ligament 
the opposite side maintain the stability the 
joint. 

The internal semilunar, unlike the external, in- 
timately attached the lateral ligaments, that 
almost part it. The latter forms the 
inner support the joint, the capsule being neg- 
ligible factor. 

Now any which stretches the 
lateral ligament must exert breaking strain upon 
the internal semilunar its attachments. 

now consider the manner which the girl 
wrenched her leg—she said slipped outward and 
backward from under: her, which, speaking exactly 
means the knee was flexed, the leg abducted and 
the femur rotated in—it once apparent that 
this action must have thrown the greatest breaking 
strain upon the internal lateral ligament and the 
weak anterior attachment the internal semilunar.

REGULATION HOSPITALS. 
WM. DORR, D., San Francisco. 

‘Just present two separate and distinct move- 
ments are foot the hospital field which have 
been brought forward with the intention regu- 
lating hospitals and thus putting them better 
condition serve the public large. 

One these movements which took the form 
bill presented the last legislature has had 
temporary set-back much although 
passed both branches said legislature failed 
signed the Governor. This proposed law 
made the duty the State Board Health 
license all hospitals that after thorough investi- 
gation were found thoroughly sanitary 
location and equipment and revoke said license 
all the provisions the law were not observed. 
Certainly nothing less than this could required 
hospital authorities. There were, however, other 
provisions the bill that might considered 
objectionable and which were probably the reason 
that failed signed. 

The other these movements the attempt 
this society classify the different hospitals 
this city and point out its members the hos- 
pitals that come certain standards and 
recommend that those and only those patronized 
the members the society. 

certainly surprise that there state 
law that designates even minimum requirement 
what hospital should be. Any individual 
association individuals can open what they may 
choose designate hospital, matter how 
poor inadequate the equipment that may 
installed. There is, however, ordinance this 
city that requires all hospitals have permit 
from the Board -Supervisors, but about all this 
far has meant regulation see that new 
hospitals have complied with the building laws 
which compel hospitals housed fire-proof 
buildings. possible that the state also has 
its statute books some law that equally 
inadequate. 

one were the intelligence and pro- 
gressiveness the inhabitants this state 
ours the condition the places maintained 
many the counties for the care their in- 
digent sick, our boasted progressiveness and up- 
would certainly rated way below 
par. And yet you will find many writers who most 
distinctly state that the condition the hospitals 
and advancement the inhabitants responsible for 
their maintenance. 

perusal the reports the State Board 
Charities and Corrections shows that the state 
recognizes its duty this regard much 
one the duties this board the investigation 
the hospitals and almshouses 
porting their condition, but has power 
correct the defects that may found except 
bring these defects before the view the public 
their reports which the past have been pub- 
lished about once two years and have limited 
conditions that have been found these institu- 
tions certainly appalling for this day and gen- 
eration. 

one the counties which there good 
sized population composed extensively wealthy 
men, their last report states that the hospital 
“of wood, two stories and poor repair, lighted 
lamps and candles and the sewage runs into 
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ditch.” “There operating:room with poor 


equipment. There are some beds that should 
destroyed. Occasionally religious services are 
This surely most edifying picture 


modern sanitation and modern methods for caring 
for the unfortunates that may compelled 
apply for treatment. 

another county, one the largest point 
population the whole state, the 450 odd 
patients are occupying quarters old wooden 
buildings, “some them too old for use,” and 
“there are not enough good accommodations for 
more than And yet this county few 
months ago failed election authorize 
very moderate bond issue that would have been 
long step toward removing the present disgrace. 

The above instances simply emphasize the urgent 
necessity not only laws, but also educating 
all classes the people along hospital lines, for 
until this done practically headway can 
made toward righting conditions similar the 
above many counties throughout the 
state. 

would seem that where counties show such 
lack ability inclination properly conduct 
their hospitals that the state should 
power step and least bring the treatment 
the sick poor plane common decency 
not plane approved humanity. this 
were done would also tend toward giving them 
common standard and common methods present- 
ing reports and accounting that one could 
accurately compared with the other. This would 
undoubtedly found great help all concerned. 
present impossible get reports from many 
that are any value whatever. The finances are 
frequently involved that one knows just what 
does cost run them. 

With the above condition existing the county 
hospitals, which are directly the expression 
the will the people whole, wonder 


that successful attempt has been made the 


past toward regulating the hospitals that are run 
individuals private corporations. Naturally 
this class hospitals does not need regulation 
along the same lines shown the comments 
county hospitals for the good and sufficient reason 
that hospitals the county hospitals are run 
not appeal the public who are paying for 
their care, and run all would shortly die 
natural death. And yet there are privately owned 
so-called hospitals that are decided menace 
the best interests the individual and the 
community the county hospitals. 

far known successful attempt has 
been made classify private hospitals, and 
must admit that easy task, there 
many points view. All recognize the classi- 
fication hospitals made most authorities 
general hospitals and special hospitals—the gen- 
eral treating the ordinary medical and_ surgical 
cases, and special treating some 
class cases tubercular, cancer, infectious 
diseases, etc. The above classification all right 
consideration privately owned hospitals 
state municipal control concerned. 

For this purpose the are sug- 
gested: 

Commercial hospitals. 

Endowed hospitals, 

Partly endowed and partly commercial. 

The commercial hospitals comprise certainly the 
largest group California hospitals and are run 
make. money from those able pay for treat- 
ment. Some use this money for the treatment 


worthy indigent cases and thus classed 
charitable institutions, but the majority are purely 
and simply money-making schemes and many are 
run with stich poor equipment and such lack 
real medical supervision that seems improper 
dignify them with the name hospital and can 
really classed menace the community 
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large. Besides this, some have adopted such sharp 
commercial practices that they not only are 
menace the health the community, but also 
the pocketbooks the unsuspecting public. 

Completely endowed private hospitals are ex- 
tremely rare California, fact very few exist 
that not worth while considering them except 
note that they embody all the ideals that the 
word hospital implies. 

Hospitals that fall the third class are those 
having endowment which perhaps has given 
them their property, buildings and income 
sufficient pay for certain amount charity 
work, but not sufficient run their entire plant. 
They are therefore compelled take pay pa- 
tients and make money from them 
more charity than their endowment permits them 
and able keep their plant running 
and out debt. are generally run 
board control composed representative men 
women who keep the standards modern 
requirements and are constantly endeavoring 
enter the class completely endowed hospitals. 

therefore the commercial private hospitals 
that, present, are being considered this 
society needing regulation. 

For this purpose, the society appointed, 
March, 1911, commission rate the 
various hospitals according their compliance 
with certain rules conduct set down the con- 
sensus opinion the members this society. 

October 28, 1911, this commission reported, 
placing certain hospitals list acceptable, 
certain ones provisionally acceptable and others 
non-acceptable. The gist the whole rating 
depends the fact whether the hospitals 
collect the professional fees from the patients, 
turning over the doctor percentage the fee, 
whether the matter fees left entirely 
private matter between the patient and the doctor. 
the same time, they call large number 
hospitals “private and not rate them 
all. 

This report has naturally caused comment and 
criticism. One side this well ex- 
pressed the editor the “International Hos- 
pital Record” the following words: 


“The San Francisco County Medical Society 
evidently endeavored see how far could 
telling the hospitals San Francisco how they 
might manage their own affairs— 
and the society came pretty near going the limit. 
other words, the San Francisco County Medical 
Society practically demands that having erected 
and equipped hospital and thereby supplied 
the members the society facilities they could 
not possibly, nine times out ten, provide for 
themselves, the association individual owning 
shall submit the dictation this society 
how may conducted. The San Francisco 
County Medical Society doesn’t want much, does 

The above criticism, think, rather aptly states 
one side this matter but does not take into con- 
sideration the fact that there are private hospitals 
many communities that are not conducted 
conserve the best interests their patrons, 
the public, whether they look after the best in- 
terests the doctors not. 

The report made the commission not 
final report that trust they will finally 
study out some basis which all hospitals may 
rated and that they will farther and 
broader platform and direct their efforts toward 
eradicating other hospital evils besides those touch- 
ing the pocketbooks. the doctors. 

accomplish anything worth while along this 
line would seem that nothing short state 
hospital commission endowed with the power 
license and regulate within reasonable limits, both 
the municipal and private hospitals, would ef- 
fective and therefore desired suggest 
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this society the advisability directing their ef- 
forts along this channel that may in- 
strumental obtaining this state commission 
that will have not only advisory powers, but also 
the power correct the hospital evils that may 
found. Let understand, however, that 
must look conditions not from the side 
the medical man, not entirely from the side 
the owner the hospital, but from the side the 
general public, wish our regulation hos- 
pitals effective. 

And second, that the public must extensively 
educated along hospital lines before can hope 
obtain anything like ideal conditions the 
hospitals this state. extremely easy 
write the words, “educate the public,” but you 
all know quite another thing it, and 
yet undoubtedly the one thing that means real 
progress along this line. 

must understood that the above statements 
are the views one man looking the large 
field California hospitals; that. these views are 
liable change more experience gained 
this field and that hoped that this article will 
serve call out criticisms and suggestions from 
other workers along hospital lines that there 
may formulated and put into force proper regu- 
lation our hospitals whether run the state, 
the county the individual, and thus make the 
hospitals California models for the whole United 
States. 

Discussion. 

Dr. Maher: have listened with great 
interest excellent paper Dr. Dorr. The 
subject the economic relation the hospital 
the physician and the hospital the general 
public neglected one; neglected first all 
the medical colleges, neglected the American 
Medical Association, the State Association and 
very much neglected this society, because these 
topics form very subordinate role the de- 
liberations this society. think the relation 
private hospitals matter for municipal 
control. the Board Supervisors 
right designate what kind building 
hospital shall installed, then should have 
the powers protect the public the maiter 
hospitals. have not much faith, however, 
legislators boards supervisors when their 
intelligence taxed concerning 
tion. sometimes requires the sacrifice human 
life awaken them their sense duty. Dr. 
Dorr spoke the preliminary report the hos- 
pital commission this society; regard 
have been asked many times why the 
German Hospital was classified 
accepted and not non-acceptable. The reason 
that the German Hospital has made some con- 
cessions that indirectly benefit outside practitioners. 
Formerly all unattached patients going into the 
German Hospital were dealt with the office 
the hospital, the fees fixed there and the 
physician whom the cases were assigned only 
shared the fees these patients. Now these 
cases are assigned member the staff and 
the hospital does not ‘participate the fees. 
would like say that the hospital commission has 
not heard from the French Hospital. feel 
that are regularly constituted committee 
this society, and that this discourtesy the 
part the French Hospital. Owing some 
irregularities the Children’s de- 
termining the indigency applicants the Alex- 
ander Maternity Cottage the hospital was classified 
the preliminary report non-acceptable. This 
abuse has. been corrected and the next report 
the Children’s Hospital will classified ac- 
ceptable. Regarding the criticism the editor 
the International Hospital Record, this gratui- 
tous criticism; the gentleman evidently not 
familiar with local conditions and knows not 
whereof speaks. does not know that 
have German and French Benevolent As- 
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sociation, daily -dealing out their members 
gratuities that should extended -only poor 
members. doing they are competing un- 
fairly with the outside practitioner. have right 
ask that these abuses discontinued. These 
societies were organized primarily for laudable 
purpose, but they soon broke away from the ideals 
their organizations and now the affluent mem- 
bers are receiving the gratuities that were orig- 
inally intended for the poor members. has 
been said that the hospital commission has laid 
down its arms but this not so. started 
this field without precedent and with very 
little encouragement and feel that have 
accomplished some good. this fact, 
are stimulated renew our activities this 
work. 


Dr. George Somers: wish express 
appreciation the privilege listening this 
paper Dr. Dorr, first because the subject 
one that not frequently taken up, and secondly 
because Dr. Dorr among the few members 
the profession who have made special study 
hospital management and hospital problems and 
whom have come look authority 
the various subjects connected with hospital 
work. hospital one the most important 
institutions that can exist community; 
institution which takes care the sick, which 
engaged the work restoring sick. 
women health, which assumes the care “of sick 
members the family that the producers 
the family may about their work, 
mind matter extreme importance the 
state. The state, therefore, interested the 
subject hospitals and follows naturally that 
the state not only should take deep 
these institutions but should assist them and en- 
courage them and also insofar interested 
should step and regulate them. believe the 
state has the right and the duty the 
state take cognizance these institutions and 
should see that they reach certain standard and 
that they are properly equipped. The law steps 
reference ship that takes passengers 
sea, provides that the ship shall safe, properly 
manned and equipped, and the state must, 
sees this problem the right light, step and 
see that institutions that take care the sick are 
properly equipped and housed. far the re- 
lations society like the San Francisco County 
Medical Society concerned with the problem 
organized hospitals, that question that must 
thoroughly considered and will continue 
discussion for some little time longer. 
According the resolutions passed this society 
one would infer that the society assumes the right 
coercing the hospitals, dictating the hos- 
pitals along certain lines equipment and man- 
agement. seems that medical society 
should assume the relation adviser refer- 
ence the problems connected with hospitals; 
make investigations and rather attempt set 
standard what hospitals should and per- 
haps defining what should constitute hospital. 
That question has not yet been solved and may 
properly ask what does constitute hospital. 
was reminded this question the remark 
made friend mine the other day who 
said had asked certain hospital that 
blood count made. The reply was that there 
was not anybody the institution capable 
making blood count and that any work that 
sort would have done the outside. The 
thought immediately occurred whether 
this institution could properly call itself 
pital. society this sort should attempt 
formulate plan what necessary equipment 
should hospital. This brings mind 
the problem the laboratory workers 
hospital, positions that are commonly filled 
internes. Hospitals find difficult they attempt 
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carry laboratory work within their walls 
have proper laboratory workers. hospital does 
not encourage study within its walls and does not 
encourage the presence students and laboratory 
workers. hospital that does not encourage 
study within its walls and does not encourage 
the presence students and laboratory workers 
must fall far standards modern 
hospital. recent article the Boston 
Medical and Surgical Journal, calls attention 
point which seems suggestive; that 
England many the hospitals make bid with 
the medical schools provide for them internes 
and instruction; fact, they endeavor make the 
hospitals teaching mentions 
instance where hospital was deprived its 
teaching staff some change the plans 
college and the hospital immediately demanded 
damages from the institution for lowering the 
standing the hospital taking away their 
teaching staff. institution which encourages 
teaching within its walls must reach higher 
standard than institution which 
proposition. must say that favor Dr. 
Dorr’s proposal that this society should make 
stand for the formation state commission for 
the regulation hospitals; also spoke the 
necessity educating the public, but feel that 
that education should extended well the 
profession; they should taught what hospital 
should be, what should constitute 
what they should demand the hospitals which 
they feel that the. efforts 
this society would better directed attempt- 
ing solve assist solving problems con- 
nected with hospital work rather than dictating 

Dr. Fayette Birtch: months ago 
the hospital commission was appointed and 
then met with many the difficulties which Dr. 
Somers now has mind, as: What hospital? 
What should the relation between hospital and 
physician, between hospital and patient, between 
physician and patient? The commission was able 
have adopted March 14, 1911, set 
resolutions for the regulation hospitals. The 
commission has gone about this very 
slowly order let the hospital people and the 
Medical Society gradually get the import these 
resolutions. much this commission will 
able enforcing these rules depends wholly 
personnel the county society. These 
resolutions pertain only the so-called “ethical 
hospitals” the city. The “wild-cat hospital as- 
sociations” must taken legal manner. 
Most these hospital associations have 
financial backing, and the people who invest their 
money them have assurance that such as- 
sociations will able assume their liabilities. 
For these reasons the hospital commission has 
obtained legal advice this point. There 
decision the courts now appeal and sus- 
tained, will compel these corporations operate 
under the insurance law, which means the deposit 
very large bond. Many these “wild-cat 
associations” will unable meet this, and thus 
will closed out. From the physicians’ stand- 
point these “wild-cat associations” are quite 
different matter. Frequently, find men engaged 
this sort hospital practice who are inex- 
perienced some degree and who are suddenly 
launched into the midst big practice, which 
consists mainly surgery. Naturally, the kind 
surgery they not always the best. The 
patients who fall into the these men are 
easily convinced that they should operated upon, 
and they are more easily persuaded submit, for 
they pay only dollar month and think they 
are getting something for nothing. These hospital 
association methods are broadcast; they are bring- 
ing the midst lot bad work and are 
thus lowering our professional standard 
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reflects all medical men. necessary for 
these hospital associations for the public, 
then the duty this society recognize 
them and try regulate them, that the 
stigma will removed from those engaged 
this class work, and more than that, the pub- 
lic may good and 
competent medical and surgical attention. The 
hospital commission the San Francisco County 
Medical Society stands for: First, that the medical 
profession must not exploited 
agents; second, that the medical men should 
charity whenever and wherever needed 


such; third, that the public should protected 


against inefficient medical and surgical attention, 
which last will small matter assisting 
maintain the medical profession very high 
standard. 


Dr. Conrad Weil: will speak ex-member

the county society consequence paper that 
was read Dr. Maher which brought forth 
the damage being done the profession hos- 
pital associations and hospitals, 
and when the hospital commission drafted these reso- 
lutions had the object view find way 
which the economical interests profession 
might guarded. think under the conditions 
under which these propositions were placed before 
the county society and adopted, they the 
best propositions that could offered for that 
these propositions should considered as_ final 
and could not improved upon and think the 
commisison deserves the gratitude the society 
rather than censure for its good intentions and 
earnest endeavor for what has proposed. 
would interesting reading look through the 
the applications for positions hospitals 
when the election members the staffs these 
hospitals takes place. would find that the 
backing the commission should have enforcing 
these resolutions sadly wanting some 
the most prominent men the profession evi- 
denced the tenor their applications. 

Dr. Lewis Allen: Having lived hospitals for 
some while some problems have come more 
strongly than others. When this commission 
commenced its work felt that the only way 
this problem was through the hand the 
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law, and that hand should strengthened 
state legislation, not only for hospital. require- 
ments, but for all the conditions that surround 
hospital. The commission charities should 
have the power regulate what hospitals should 
have training schools. not right that 
training school should started hospital 
sanatorium twenty twenty-five patients; that 
should taken charge the proper authori- 
ties, and such sanatorium hospital not 
allowed have training school; they 
compelled have trained nurses. seems 
that the only way this proposition 
start the bottom; organize 
interest that there will some state legis- 
lation upon the subject. would well the 
powers the commission charities 
creased included with those new com- 
mission. may that this problem the 
hospital association can solved prosecution 
through the Postoffice Department done 
other cases fraud where the public not getting 
square deal; but might well for the 
commission have law enacted similar that 
the Germans, with changes according the 
institutions our civilization here, whereby the 
small wage receives medical care, and the 
dependent family provided for sum paid 
partly himself and partly his employer.

the reason that this hospital commission was 
appointed this society. The purpose the 
commission has been seek out and find wherein 
the weak the present-day hospitals lie, 
and seek the way for correcting these. They 
have endeavored this without inconvenience 
hospitals and without bringing any hardship 
upon the staffs the hospitals. have made 
effort harmonize with the profession the staff 
the hospital, and harmonize with the hospital 
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staff the hospital management, which frequently 
commercial body. 


Dr. Kreutzmann: This matter inex- 
haustible one, but necessary that from time 
time put our heads together and discuss it.

These people not pay these concerns 
order protect themselves when they are sick. 
They not want become public burden 
when they are sick and they not want engage 
physician whom they are unable pay; when they 
are working they are just able pay their daily 
bills and when they stop working the money 
missing. Most them are good people, honest, 
who not want dishonest and they are 
entitled form societies for their protection and 
nothing can prevent their forming these societies. 
course, care should taken that they not 
take people who not belong there and that 
the difficult thing. The German Benevolent Society 
was founded many years ago with the noblest 
intentions; through the inborn wickedness people 
has developed that people took advantages which 
they should not do. has always been our (the 
medical staff’s) endeavor fight against abuses 
and what want your support; help get 
the directors give what want. But the 
difficulty lies that make demands that are 
not ‘in accordance their ideas, they will tell 
go, and there not only one but 
many others, members this association, who are 
willing members that staff. The con- 
ditions should that laid down our arms 
the directors would not able get any one 
fill our places. 


Dr. Topping: The earning capacity 
the individual belonging these associations has 
been referred and this brings mind the 
abuses the clinic material the public clinics 
here regards the practitioners ourselves and 
our profession. Some years ago the reason for 
the lack discrimination was because the colleges 
had get material for their students for teaching 
purposes; that was all right that time when 
clinics were scarce; now the material the clinics 
greatly increasing every year. For example 
the clinic which have been for the past eight 
years has increased per cent patients handled 
over the previous year and has increased for 
every year previously. have been for ten years 
constantly connected with clinic work and think 
about time that something should done 
control it; the worthiness the individuals de- 
manding our time and our services should in- 
vestigated. There not man woman our 
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society who will not gladly devote time charity, 
but constantly made “the goat,” use 
vulgar expression, little too much. have 
many patients the clinics whom know can 
easily afford pay for the services physician, 
for medical consultation, advice, and they can 
also afford pay reasonable sums for operations. 
have made observations work and from 
questioning the number the family, the 
amount money earned, etc., often find that 
married couple without children, the husband earn- 
ing from $100 $150 per month will come the 
clinic and take our free services, our drugs which 


‘are furnished low rate and the local treat- 


ments which are furnished for nothing. they 
require operation they enter Lane Hospital, 
where for $10 per week they get excellent 
service, their food, and care and operation; 
granting this service are simply 
bread and butter out our own mouths. some 
eastern states understand there investigating 
committee that determines the worthiness the 
applicants for clinic service and see reason 
why such plan could not carried out here. 
illustrate, went with nurse and two students 
ment the patient could not enter the hospital 
for some reason another. After the curettment 
visited the patient several times.

Dr. Victor Vecki: think Dr. Somers has 
hit the nail the head when says will have 
educate the profession along these lines before 
can educate the public. Every doctor should 
ask himself who patronizing when sends 
his patients certain hospitals. They should 
not send their patients these high-sounding 
hospitals that course not take the money out 
our pockets, but out the pockets our 
patients. The only solution for the physicians 
not send their patients these hospitals that 
unethical. always fight tooth and nail 
let patient any hospital which unfair 
the medical profession. course, sometimes 
have take patient these places but only 
preference losing the case. 

Dr. René Bine: The subject hospital regula- 
tion one that concerns all, and our Executive 
Committee thanked for giving this op- 
portunity discuss it, and having Dr. Dorr 
express his views. have heard him tell 
the words the editor quoted, that our hospital 
commission has “gone the limit” laying down 
the law our San Francisco institutions. 
haps has, but rather than criticize for 


doing, think should all congratulate it. Since 


the resolutions presented have been 
adopted our society and printed, our office has 
received very many letters from county societies 
throughout the United States requesting copies 
the resolutions that they could used the 
societies undertaking similar work.

The ad- 
ministration not perfect any means, the facili- 
ties are inadequate and the lack funds also 
very obvious. These are the conditions that are 
confronting California to-day. California, pro- 
portion population, has deal with more this 
class cases than any other state. This very 
worthy subject and one which the general prac- 
titioner needs interested. 
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Mr. Evans, ex-Mayor Riverside: have been 
interested health matters for reasonable num- 
ber years past. The public general and the 
laymen not know about the existing conditions. 
know some the prejudices which exist with 
the different organizations and never realized the 
important work body men like you can and 
the absolute helplessness without your help, until 
got into public work myself and was thrown 
contact with the health department. want say 
that the medical profession would interest 
sonable proportion the business men more prac- 
tical work would accomplished and more defi- 
nite work could obtained than legislation.

(Hamburg). Paper pp. 278, Stuttgart, 1911. 
Ferd. Enke, publisher. Price marks ($2.50). 


this thorough study Preiser defends with con- 
vincing argument his theory the static origin 
deforming arthritis and brings forcibly home 
that cannot disturb stresses and strains 
one bone joint without influencing the equipoise 
the skeleton whole. Preiser considers de- 
forming arthritis the result reaction 
the joint tissues which, set incongruities 
the weight-bearing surfaces, due primarily 
changes the statics the joints. When 
consider the many examples adduces prove 
his theory, such déforming arthritis the hip 
after contralateral fracture the leg with shorten- 
ing, again after pelvic deformity, his theory ap- 
pears most plausible. Besides the histories and 
descriptions pathological specimens bearing di- 
rectly this theme, the book contains mass 
material interest importance the ortho- 
pedic surgeon. mention, passing, the inves- 
tigations Roser-Nelaton’s line.
